Tne London Bills of Mortality date from an early period. They were com- 
jmenced about the year 1592; were discontinued when the Plague ceased ; and 
were resumed on 29th December 1603. Since then they form an uninterrupted 
| series. The Bills of the London parish clerks, though imperfect, were of unques- 
|tionable utility ; and the new Tables of Mortality carry out the ideas of the 
jage of Elizabeth, by recording daily the causes of all the deaths of the people 
}of the metropolis. 

The parishes first included within the London Bills did not contain a greater 
| population than some of the provincial towns of the present day: the popalation 
of those parishes indeed only contained 261,233 inhabitants in the year 1801, and 
| 338,489 in the year 1851. London has grown like a mighty tree, by extension rather 
| than by the internal aggregation of constituent parts ; and while foreign cities, 
girded round by walls, have grown denser, and have risen vertically, London has 
extended its boundaries freely all around, and covers now 78,029 acres = 31,576 
| 4ectars, = 121 square miles = a square of 11 miles to the side. The popu- 

Jation in this area amounted in the year 1801 to 958,863, and in the year 1851 
to 2,362,236. 

It is worthy of remark, that the population of London has increased with great 
steadiness ; thus in the five decennial periods the rate of increase was 18 per cent. 
jfrom the year 1801 to 1811; and 21, 20, 17, and 21 per cent. in each of the next 
\four periods of ten years. We see evident reasons for believing that London has 
jnot stopped in its onward course; for its houses are continually invading the 
surrounding fields; so the growth of population, going on nearly at the same rate 
jas in the years 1841-1851, the inhabitants must now amount to about 2,720,607, 
jof whom 1,274,482 are males, 1,446,175 are females. 
| The population of London increased at a faster rate (1°8 per cent. per annum) 
than the population of the United Kingdom ; for it is the capital of the British 
|Empire, which in its commerce and in all circumstances affecting the population 
of its metropolis acquired immense development in the half century. The London 
of 1858 is equal to three Londons of 1801. 
| The extent of the population of London gives weight to the returns extending 
jover short intervals of time, and enables the scientific inquirer to investigate the 
jeffects of atmospheric and of other conditions on the mortality. 

The registered births in London amounted to 88,620, the deaths amounted to 
62,882, in the 52 weeks of 1858; and the increase of people in this way was 
124,738. By the calculation, the increase from all causes was 52,690, or nearly 
1000 a week, in the interval from the middle of the year 1857 to the middle of the 
year 1858. ‘The registration of births, not being compulsory, is not complete in 
jLondon ; and a portion of the increase of 52,690 is thus accounted for. But, in 
jround numbers, it may be stated that London increases at the rate of about 
11000 people weekly, of whom about 500 are immigrants in excess of the native 
emigrants who bid adieu to the banks of the Thames. 

45,220 boys and 43,400 girls were born in the year. 
| 32,563 males and 31,319 females died in the year. 

_ The mortality was at the annual rate of 2°356 per cent., or 23 and less than 24 in 
1000. ‘This rate exceeds the rates (22) of the two years 1856~—7, and the rates of 
}1850-1-2, namely, 21, 23, 22; but it is below the rates 26 and 80 of 1848-9, 
jas well as the rates 24, 29, and 24 of 1853-4-5. The average rate of the 17 years 
1184258 was 24°52, and the rate of the year 1858 was 23°56 in 1000. If we go 
back to the seven years 1838-44, before the two last epidemics of cholera, the 
annual rate of mortality in London was then 25:22 in 1000. 

London is divided into five groups of districts; and the mortality to 1000 living 
jwas 21°77 in the West districts, 22-48 in the North districts, 23°16 in the Central 
| Districts, 24-26 in the South districts, and 25°30 in the East districts. In inter- 


ipreting these facts it must be borne in mind that the calculated population of 
A 2

particular districts cannot be viewed with the same confidence as the calculated 
population of London ; and that the population is often differently constituted in 
respect to age and occupation. The reduction in the mortality is greatest in the 
South Districts. 

10,004 persons died in the public institutions of London, 5535 in the workhouses, 
57 in the prisons, and 4412 in hospitals and lunatic asylums. Of the latter number 
317 belong to the Greenwich and the Chelsea Hospitals, 211 to the Military and 
Naval Hospitals. About one in six of the inhabitants of the metropolis dies in 
the public institutions; nearly one in eleven dies in the workhouses. ‘The death of 
so many persons in the Jarge workhouses demands inquiry. The deaths by different 
causes in the 15 years, 1844-1858, are displayed in the Table, pp. ix.xi. Of the 
63,882 deaths in 1858, the causes were specified in 63,027 instances. The fatal 
diseases were nearly all certified by the medical attendants, by the medical 
officers of institutions, or by the coroners. 

16,704 persons died by diseases of the zymotic class. These maladies exhibit great 
fluctuations, but they are not the less on that account under human control. Thus 
247 persons, children chiefly, died of small-pox in the year 1858, 154 in 1857, 
1024 in 1855, and 1617 in 1848. The deaths by small-pox fluctuate from year 
to year ; the cause of the fluctuation we do not yet know, but we know well that 
if all the people were vaccinated there would be no deaths from small-pox at all, 
or very few. The deaths from cholera were 130 in 1858, 10,708 in 1854, and 
14,125 in 1849. The cause of the difference is obscure ; but it has been demon- 
strated that a large part of the mortality of cholera in London was due to the night- 
soil in the air, in the cesspools, in the sewers, in the wells, and in the waters of the 
Thames ; and it is probable that if the air and water of London are purified by the 
Boards of Works the mortality of London will never be again so high as it was in 
1849. Indeed when the sanitary defences of the metropolis are complete, and the 
medical health officers are in full activity, epidemics may assail, but they will, it is 
hoped, never destroy large numbers of the people. Of typhus 1902 persons died in 
1858 ; and since 1844 the annual deaths have fluctuated from 8614 to 1833. The fever 
under this head is properly distinguished now by skilful practitioners as typhus, 
typhoid fever, and relapsing fever. These descriptions rather than names may be 
advantageously replaced by real names, such as typhus, typhia, and typhinia. It 
has been shown that typhoid fever or typhia is propagated and sometimes generated 
by cesspool poison, typhus by crowding in dirty apartments, and typhinia by famine. 
Dr. Murchison proposes to call typhia on this account pythogenic fever. Diarrhea, 
fatal to 2093 persons, and dysentery to 181, have kindred causes. Measles (2383) 
and whooping cough (2700) caused an unusual number of deaths ; but the mortality 
from these diseases declined during the year. It was otherwise with scarlatina 
and diphtheria, which in four successive periods of 13 weeks destroyed 473, 588, 
1243, and 1814 lives, amounting to 4118 in the aggregate. ‘The deaths from 
carbuncle were 61; fewer than in 1856, but ten times as many as the deaths from 
the disease in the earlier years. This troublesome plague of boils has been pre- 
valent for some time. Syphilis is more fatal, or it is more accurately distinguished 
than it was formerly ; 263 deaths were directly referred to it, and 42 to stricture 
of the urethra, in the year. Alcoholism killed 123 unhappy people by delirium 
tremens, 98 in other ways ; it was also undoubtedly the cause of many fatal diseases. — 
Of cancer 1142 persons died ; of mortification 170. Of the class of diseases in 
which tubercles are generally deposited 10,127 persons died; namely, 437 by 
scrofula, 823 by tabes mesenterica, and 7369 by phthisis (consumption). Of 1498 
deaths by hydrocephalus or water on the brain, a certain number were inflam- 
mations of the membranes and tissues of that great organ. | 
' Of the 6571 deaths by diseases of the nervous system, 1423 were by apoplexy, — 
1184 by paralysis, 2119 by convulsions. , | 

Heart disease often exists without being fatal; yet 2435 deaths are recorded by 
pericarditis and other heart maladies ; and 86 persons died of aneurisms of the 
large vessels. 

Bronchitis (6388) and pneumonia (4150) were unusually fatal; exclusive of 
phthisis, 11,908 persons died of diseases of the respiratory organs. The deaths 
were thus distributed through the four quarters : 4440, 2226, 1167, 4075. They 
vary in the inverse direction of the mean temperature, which was 38°, 54°, 61°, 
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and 44°. The unusual degree of cold in November was the main cause of the 
increase in the last quarter. It will be observed that the mortality of consumption 
was nearly the same in three quarters; but that it was below the average in summer. 

The 2573 deaths from diseases of the digestive organs were very equally dis- 
tributed over the seasons ; so were the 831 deaths by diseases of the urinary organs, 
except nephria (Bright’s disease), which, like phthisis, is least fatal in the summer, 
but is nearly equally fatal in the other quarters. 

Of ovarian dropsy, and of uterine and other diseases of the order, 205 persons 
died ; of joint diseases, 182. Of skin diseases, 262 persons died, including 48 by 
ulcer. This gives no idea of the amount of disease and of disability among the 
labouring population of London by ulcer of the legs alone, which is, singularly 
enough, not treated to any extent in the hospitals.* 165 women died of metria ; 
265 of other diseases incidental to childbearing ; making 4380 mothers dying to 
88,620 children born alive; or, on an average, one mother died to 206 children 
born alive. The deaths from this cause will, we may hope, be greatly reduced in 
future years. 

2591 deaths were referred to atrophy and debility ; 2413 to old age, without 

apparent disease. 
* 1916 violent deaths happened in the year ; 2 were public executions, 53 were 
homicides, 238 were suicides, and 1622 were returned as deaths by accident or 
negligence. ‘The homicides were most numerous in summer. The suicides were 
least numerous in the first three months of the year; of the suicides, 9 were by 
gunshot wounds, 60 by other wounds, 36 by drowning, 76 by hanging, 44 by poison, 
and 13 in other ways. — 

Of the accidental deaths, 755 were by fractures, contusions, and wounds inflicted 
in various ways; 309 were by burns and scalds ; 235 were by drowning, and 230 by 
suffocation in bed and otherwise. One violent death was not classed. 

The violent deaths increased in London from 1528 in 1848 to 1916 in 1858, and 
it is desirable that every means should be adopted likely to lessen these calamities. 

If the population of London at each respective period of age had experienced a 
mortality at the same rate as the population of 63 comparatively healthy districts. 
of England, the deaths in London in 1858 would have been about 45,988; they 
actually amounted to 63,882, and consequently 17,894 unnatural deaths may be: 
referred to causes which the Metropolitan Boards of Works have to investigate, 
and endeavour to remove or greatly mitigate. Jt is an important mission which 
the country expects them to fulfil. 

As a preliminary condition of the improvements which may be expected to fiow 
from the cultivation of sanitary science, three things are indispensable ; pure air 
for the people to breathe, pure water, and a healthy soil to live on. 

Thus the cesspools of London, and collections of putrifying dirt, must be sup- 
pressed ; the sewer air must be carried off or purified, so as not to poison people 
in the houses or streets ; the method of burning coals must be adopted so as to 
consume the smoke, which is offensive to the senses and injurious to the lungs. 
Churches, chapels, theatres, and other public buildings, as well as crowded dwellings, 
where people drink each others breath and draw in disease, must be purified. The 
pumps having shallow wells saturated with impurities should, as Dr. Thomson, 
Dr. Lankester, and other health officers have proposed, be suppressed, and the 
water supply by the companies should be still further improved. ‘The streets: 
should be cleansed every day; for it is evident that the cleansing arrangements of 
the Boards should keep pace with the increase of traffic and population. 

To all this work the representative Metropolitan Boards will, we may hope, 
anxiously address themselves, as on their shoulders rests the responsibility of im- 
proving the health of the greatest city in the world, the metropolis of the British 
Empire. 

When this and other work is done, much will remain to be accomplished. 
Sanitary science is yet in its infancy ; it can be greatly advanced by bringing into 
the field the great medical profession of the kingdom, armed with all its science

and art, and working under the most advantageous circumstances. . There are © ; 
more than two thousand medical men in London and its vicinity, but they are | 
employed chiefly in treating disease. They are often paid only in proportion to , 
the quantity of medicines that their patients take. The art of preventing disease ) 
is not cultivated; it is not taught in any of our medical schools; it is not 
formally the subject of examination in our universities. The father of a family | 
does not go to the doctor and say to him plainly : “ How can I preserve my health ? 
“ How can I make my children well and vigorous? How can I develop all | 
“ their faculties in harmony to the fullest extent ? Constantly advise us, and lead 
“ us in the way of a healthy life; preserve us, and I will pay twice as much as I 
“ now pay for the plucking of us out of the fire of disease, and the treatment 
“ of our sores.” Instead of this, the common course is never to consult or } 
to pay the medical man until the evil is nearly done ; until consumption has 

set in, diphtheria is developed in the throat, small-pox is furrowing the skin, 
fever is racking the brain, and then there is a midnight rush to the great blue 

and red lights burning in the streets; or in some cases even to the nostrums of 
quackery. How vainly, the returns show. The utility of curative medicine 1s 
evident to every rational mind; the utility of preventive medicine is still more 
clear. Witness the health of the ships’ crews in Anson’s and then in Cook’s 
voyages ; witness the health of the British army in the Crimea, which Miss Night- 
ingale has shown experienced an annual rate of mortality ranging from 1174 to 7 

in 1,000 of the force, according as the principles of preventive medicine were 
disregarded or observed. Imagine the two thousand members of the most en- 
lightened profession in the country employed in instructing the public how to 
preserve their health. How many thousands of lives would then be saved every 
year in London! The population would also be happier and better. 

A beginning of a movement has been made in the right direction under Sir 
Benjamin Hall’s Act. Medical Health Officers are appointed in all the London 
districts, and many of them are working courageously in the midst of unhealthy 
places, and against ignorant opposition, with success. Their reports are replete 
with interesting facts, and contain many words in season of sanitary truth, well 
calculated to influence and direct the Boards. ‘They have deserved the public 
approbation ; for they have done quietly a great deal of good work, and it is 
probable have saved many lives, and prevented much sickness.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK. 


‘THE TOTAL NUMBER of deaths in London in the week that ended on Saturday 
(January 9th) was 1827. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of 
deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1230, and if this is raised 
by a tenth part, as a correction for increased population, it will become 1353. 
Hence it appears that the number returned last week is not much less than that 
which the average rate of mortality for the first week of the year would have 
produced. , , ? 

Bronchitis was fatal last week: the deaths from it rose to 181, the corrected 
average being 142. Nine deaths were referred to influenza. Measles is on the 
increase, and carried off 60 children. Of 8 nonagenarians included in the return, 

one was 90 years of age, one 91, one 93, two 94, oné 95, one 97, one 98. Besides 
these, a silk-weaver died in the Bethnal-green Workhouse, who is reported to 
+have reached the age of 101 years. 
_ In the improved nosological arrangement all the Causes of Death are distributed 
in Five Crasses. Of the Class of Zymotie diseases 263 persons died ; of the 
_ Constitutional diseases (including consumption) 243 persons died; of Local diseases, 
including: inflammations, 618 persons died; of Developmental diseases, including 
the diseases peculiar to the young, the puerperal and critical periods of life, and the 
aged, 156 persons died; and of Violent deaths 20 cases were registered. The last 
class, namely, the violent deaths, is subdivided so as now to show separately the 
deaths (1.) by accident or negligence 17 ; (2.) by homicide 1; (8.) by suicide 2 ; 
(4.) by public execution none. The deaths in battle form a fifth order, which is 
fortunately not required in the London Tables. 

Dr. R. D. Thomson has analysed the waters which were supplied by eight 
London companies during the months of November and December. Such analyses 
supply the best tests of the quality of the water with which the people of London 
are supplied. It will be observed that the waters are much less impure than they 
were formerly ; but that there are still great differences, and still room for further 
improvement. Four grains of organic matter were once detected in a gallon of 
the water of one company.

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2 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


Last week the births of 890 boys and 810 girls, in all 1700 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1529. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 30°148in. The mean daily reading rose above 30 in. on Tuesday 
the 22d ult., and continued above it till the 9th inst., a period of eighteen days. 
The highest reading last week was 30°39in. on Sunday (the 3d). The mean 
temperature of the week was 34°5°, which is 1°5° below the average of the same 
week in 43 years. The variation of temperature. was great ; for on Wednesday 
the mean temperature was 25°4°, which is 10°6° below the average, and on that 
day the lowest temperature was 20°9°; and on Friday the mean rose to 44°6°, 
which is 9°1° above the average. The highest temperature occurred on Saturday, 
and was 51°9°; and on that day the lowest was 41°5°. On Tuesday the range 
of temperature was so small as 3°8°; on Friday it was 17°3°. The difference 
between the mean dew point temperature and mean air temperature was 2°8°. 
The mean degree of humidity was 89. The mean temperature of the water of the 
Thames was 41°3°. On the last three days the wind was mostly in the south- 
west, having been previously in the north-east. The rain measured was 0°O9in., 
which fell chiefly on Friday. Friday and Saturday were unseasonably warm.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEBK. 


In THE SECOND week of the year the total number of deaths registered in London 
was 1289, of which 637 were deaths of males, 652 those of females. In the ten 
years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with 
last week was 1232; but as the deaths included in the present return occurred 
in an increased population, the average, to admit of comparison, should be raised 
in proportion to the increase, in which case it will become 1855. The returns 
for last week are, therefore, so far satisfactory as to show that the deaths were less 
by 66 than the number which the average rate of mortality in the second week 
of January would have produced. 

The 1289 deaths are classed under five general heads: 261, of which number 
210 are the deaths of young persons, are referred to zymotic discases ; 259 to 
constitutional diseases; 605 to local diseases; 142 to developmental diseases ; 
13 are the results of burns, drowning, wounds or other injury. Nine deaths ar 
not assigned to any of the above classes, because the fatal disease or injury i 
not described,—a defect in the returns which is not unavoidable in some cases, bu’ 
_will necessarily arise in others, where a coroner’s jury, who have been summoned 

to investigate the cause of death, have not been able to ascertain it. oa 
In the miasmatic order of diseases measles has taken the most prominent place ; 
since the middle of December it has increased in the following weekly numbers 
41,45, 60, and 65. Of the 65 deaths of last week 5 occurred in the West district., 
10 in the Central, 13 in the South, 17 in the North, and 20 in the East districts. 
| Five children died of measles in the sub-district of Camden Town, and the sams 
| number in that of Rotherhithe. Whooping-cough was fatal in 41 cases ; scarlatina 
| in 39, among which latter are one or two cases in which diphtheria is mentioned 
as the cause of death,—a common complaint at the present time in London, and 
7 also in the country, in some parts of which it appears to be known as “ the throat 
, disease.” Last week bronchitis carried off 197 persons, pneumonia 101, laryngeal 
| affections, spasm of the glottis, &c., 11. The mortality from pneumonia is less 
| than its usual amount; but the degree in which bronchitis is prevalent and fatal 
appears from the fact that the average number of deaths from it raised for 
increase of population is 150, while the actual number is close on 200. Seven 
nonagenarians (of whom six were women) died last week: the three oldest were 
aged respectively 94, 95, and 96 years. 
. 


Last week the births of 902 boys and 861 girls, in all 1768 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1571. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°209in. The mean daily reading rose above 30 in. on the 22d ult., 
and continued above it on the twenty-five days following, with the exception of 
one day, the 9th inst. The greatest barometric pressure of last weck occurred 
on Tuesday, and was 30°46in. ‘The mean temperature of last week was 39°8°, 
which is 4°2° above the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). Qn Sunday (the 10th) the mean temperature was 46°4°, which

is 10°7° above the average of the same day. It fell to 85°3° on Thursday, which 
is rather below the average. The Azghest temperature in the week was 50°9° 
on Sunday ; the lowest was 29°4° on Tuesday. The mean daily range was 13°8°. 
The difference between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 
3°2°. The mean degree of humidity was 89. The mean temperature of the 
water of the Thames was 39°8°, the same as that of the air. The wind blew with 
great regularity from the south-west. The rain-fall measured was only 0°06 in.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WERE. 


THe TOTAL NUMBER of deaths in London in the week that ended on Saturday 
(January 23d) was 1344. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of 
deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1207, but as the deaths 
of last week occurred in an increased population, the average to admit of com- 
parison must be raised proportionally to the increase, in which case it will become 
1328. From these statements it appears that the number of deaths in the present 
-return slightly exceeds the estimated amount. Measles is now more fatal than 
any other disease in the miasmatic order; it was fatal last week in 66 cases. 
_ Whooping-cough occupies the next place, having carried off 54 children ; 35 per- 
sons died from typhus, and 33 from scarlatina; three children died of the last- 

named disease at a house in Thomas-street, Kennington. 

_ Diseases of the respiratory organs proved fatal in 361 cases, of these 213 were 
attributed to bronchitis and 115 to pneumonia. Only 7 fatal cases were returned 
under the designation of influenza. The death of a woman is recorded as the 
result of insufficient nourishment, and a patient died at St. Thomas’ Hospital 
from carbuncle. A widow attained the age of 90. 

The causes of death in the improved nosological arrangement are divided into 
five classes. Last week 273 persons died of the zymotic class of diseases. Of the 
constitutional diseases (including consumption 163), 266 persons died. Local dis- 
eases (including inflammations) were fatal in 624 cases. Of developmental diseases, 
including those peculiar to parturition, the young and the aged, 131 persons died ; 
and of violent deaths 19 cases were recorded. 


Last week the births of 941 boys and 857 girls, in all 1798 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1563. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 30°23lin. The mean daily barometrical reading was above 30 in. 
on every day last week except Wednesday, when it was 29°753in. The mean 
temperature of the week was 37°5°, which is 0°7° above the average of the same 
week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). On Wednesday the excess of 
mean temperature above the average was as much as 7°3°. The highest tempera: 
ture in the week was 50°0° on Wednesday; the lowest was 30°5° on Friday. 
The mean daily range of the week was 9'1°. On Thursday the range was only 
4°8°. The mean dew point temperature was 31°2°, and the difference between 
this and the mean air temperature was 6°3°. The mean temperature of the water 
of the Thames was 38°4°. The mean degree of the humidity of the air was 78, 
complete saturation being represented by 100. A little snow fell on Thursday. 
The wind was variable throughout the week. No rain fell.

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Meteoroloyical Observations. 
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HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK. 


In THE WEEK that ended on Saturday (January 30th) the total number of deaths 
registered in London was 18638, showing a small increase on the rather high 
mortality of the previous week. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number 
of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1171; but as the deaths 
in the present return occurred in an increased population, they should be com- 
pared with the average raised in proportion to the increase, when the comparison 
will show that the number of persons who died last week exceeded by 75 the 
number who would have died if only the average rate of mortality had prevailed. 

Of the 1863 deaths, 248 are referred to the zymotic class of diseases; 260 to the 
constitutional ; 650 to the local; 164 to the developmental ; 19 to violence. The 
remaining 22 are sudden and other deaths, the causes of which are not stated, or 
not defined sufficiently for classification. The 19 violent deaths include one by 
suicide. ; 

- The deaths referred to the miasmatic order of diseases number 222, while the 
corrected average is 269. This reduction of mortality indicates a satisfactory 
state of health amongst children, who are the chief sufferers by the diseases of 
which this order is composed. Only 5 cases of diarrhea were fatal, and the mor- 
tality of small-pox continues low, not more than 2 fatal cases being returned last 
week. Whooping-cough, which carried off 54 children, was more fatal than any 


other miasmatic disease ; three children died of it within a week in a family in 


Euston-road ; measles was fatal in 50 cases, scarlatina in 42. 
On the other hand, the deaths due to diseases of the organs of respiration 
numbered 380, whilst the corrected average of corresponding weeks does not 


- exceed 284. The excess is caused by bronchitis, which is fatal much beyond its 


usual amount: 227 deaths are the results of this complaint, 104 of pneumonia, 
32 of asthma ; only 4 are returned under the specific designation of influenza. The 
two oldest persons whose deaths are recorded were women aged respectively 91 
and 92 years. i | 


Last week the births of 880 boys and 870 girls, in all 1750 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1611. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°104in. The mean temperature of the week was 37°5°, which is 
near the average of the same week in 43 years. On Saturday (the 30th) the 
temperature rose to 51°, which was the highest in the week. On Monday 
(the 25th) the temperature fell to 21°4°, having ranged 21° in the 24 hours. 
The mean daily range was 13°9°. The difference between the mean dew point 
temperature and air temperature was 4°4°. The mean degree of humidity was 
82. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 388°, slightly ex- 
ceeding that of the air. The wind was variable, but chiefly from the south and 
south-west. The rain-fall measured was 0°22 in., which occurred on Saturday.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK. 


THE TOTAL number of deaths in London, which in the previous week was 
1363, was in the week that ended last Saturday (February 6th) 1314. In the 
ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding 
with last week was 1211, but as the deaths of last week occurred in an increased 
population, these should be compared with the average, when the latter has been 
raised in proportion to the increase, in which case the comparison will show that 
the mortality of last week approximated very closely to that which former 
oe ee leads to expect in the first week of February. 

Of the 1314 deaths in the present return, 1303 are referred each to the tial 
disease or injury, with sufficient distinctness to admit of arrangement under the 


several heads in the nosological list. ‘The special diseases and orders of disease 


are classified under five general heads ; viz. the zymotic class, which was fatal last 
week in 241 cases, the corrected average of corresponding weeks (in 1848-57) 
being 299; the constitutional, which was fatal in 248 cases,\ whilst the average 
was 268 ; the local, to which 622 deaths are placed, the average being 557; the 
developmental fatal in 160 cases, the average 155 ; and violence, which caused 
32 deaths, the average being 27. Measles, in the first class, carried off 57 children 
and whooping-cough 51; with these exceptions the deaths referred to zymotic 
complaints are comparatively few; small-pox and diarrhoea, for example, number 
only 3 and 8 respectively ; cholera none ; typhus (with continued fever) 82, its 
average being 58. Hence the comparatively favourable result, as shown above, 
under the head of zymotic diseases. In the “local” class of diseases the case is 
reversed. Bronchitis, which belongs to this class, carried off last week 228 
persons, whilst under the average mortality of the disease, at this period, the — 
number would have been 145 ; and it is due to the prevalence of this disease that 
the mortality from all causes is maintained so near the average amount. It should 
be observed that both phthisis and pneumonia were rather less fatal than usual. 
Nine nonagenarians died last week, all of whom were women except two: one 
was 91 years of age, one 92, 4 were 95, one 96, one 97, and one 98. 

The disease “diphtheria” is recorded in two instances. And it will be seen, 
unfortunately, in the notes, that three lives were lost from want of the necessaries 


of life. 

Last week the births of 910 boys and 932 girls, in all 1842 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1598.

There are slight differences, it will be observed, in the constitution of the 
waters from month to month as might be anticipated. Plumstead water from the 
chalk is most steady in its organic matter, which appears to differ from that of 
the other waters in being incapable of germination. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°738in. The highest reading was 29°94 in. on Saturday. The 
mean temperature of the week was 37°8°, which is very near the average of the 
same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher)., The mean daily range 
of temperature was 11°4°. The highest temperature occurred on Friday, and was 
52°8°; the lowest on Tuesday, which was 26°3°. The difference between the 
mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 4°. The mean temperature 
of the water of the Thames was 38°6°, nearly a degree higher than that of the air. 
The mean humidity of the air was 89. On Tuesday and three following days the 
wind was mostly in the south-west. The amount of rain with melted snow was 
0-77 in. in the week. On Tuesday snow began to fall at 11 o'clock a.m., and 
continued till 5 p.m. On that as well as the preceding day the mean temperature 
was considerably below the average. i

STepNEY ; Ratcliffi—At 1 Garden-place, on 3d February, the son of a ballast getter, aged 3 years, 
“cancer of the lung (2 months). One testicle was extirpated for cancer 9 months ago, and he 
recovered well ; the disease returned 6 months later in one lung.” Post mort. 

Lamperti; Brixton.—At Belgrave-cottage, Millbrook-road, on 30th J anuary, the daughter of a 
mineral tooth maker, aged 5 years, “spasm of the glottis, excited by sudden fright, and proving fatal 
instantaneously.”

In the two weeks of February the mortality of London has shown a slight 
tendency to decline. ‘The deaths registered were in the last week of the previous 
| month 1363, in the following week 1314, and in the week that ended last Saturday 

- (February 18th) 1195. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths 
in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1193; but as the deaths in the 
present return occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with 
the average, after the latter is raised in proportion to the increase, in which case 
it will be seen that the number of persons who died last week was less by 117 
than would have died if the average rate of mortality had prevailed. 

Of the 1195 deaths of last week, 575 (or nearly half) occurred under 20 years of 
age, 137 in the period 20-40 years, 185 at 40-60, 246 at 60-80, and only 40 at 
the age of 80 years and upwards. Of these 40, 5 were deaths of nonagenarians, of 
whom one, a pensioner in Greenwich Hospital, was 94 years old, and two had 
attained the age of 95. 

Of 1172 deaths, 241 are referred in the returns to the zymotic class of diseases, 
208 to the constitutional, 533 to the local, 145 to the developmental class, and 45 
to violence. Of the 45 under the last head, 39 were accidental, one was by 
homicide, 4 by suicide, and one by public execution. A sailor on board a ship in 
the West India Dock was suffocated by sulphurous vapour from a stove. In the 
return made by the coroner’s jury the suffocation is described as accidental. 

The deaths from bronchitis, which in the previous week were 228, decreased last 
week to 193 (the corrected average being 147). From pneumonia (inflammation 
of the lungs), 104 persons died (the average 98); from phthisis or consumption 
130 (the average being 152). Measles continues to be the most fatal complaint 
in the zymotic class; it carried off 57 children, the same number as in the 
previous week ; four children died of it in the sub-district of St. John (St. George- 
in-the-East), and it appears to be most fatal in the East districts generally. Next 
to measles is whooping-cough, which was fatal to 53 children. Thirty-five persons 
died of typhus and common fever (3 in Plumstead), and 27 of scarlatina. 
“ Diphtheria” is returned in four cases, in two of which measles was the primary 
disease. A man died from want of food; a child from erysipelas after vaccination. 


Last week the births of 943 boys and 893 girls, in all 1836 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1675. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29'954in. The highest reading in the week was 30°09 in. on Friday. 
The mean temperature of the week was 34°3°, which is less by 4°5° than the 
average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The 
mean daily temperature was below the average on every day till Saturday, and on 
four days the extent of depression was about 7°. The highest point attained by 
the thermometer in the shade was 45°7°, on Sunday (the 7th); and the lowest 
was 28°5° on Monday and Thursday. The mean daily range of temperature was 
8°3°; on Sunday the range was 12°4°; on Saturday it was only 5°. The mean 
dew point temperature was 31°2°, and the difference between this and the mean

was 89°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 88; on the last two 
days the humidity was 100, the number which represents complete saturation. In 
the former half of the week the wind was in the south-east; in the latter half it 
blew from the north-east.

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Meteorological Observations. 
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THE DEATHS registered in London, which in the previous week were 1195, 
rose in the week that ended last Saturday (February 20th) to 1275. In the ten 
years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with 
last week was 1164, but as the deaths of last week occurred in an increased 
population, they should be compared with the average, when the latter has been 
raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will give 1280. The 
number of deaths actually returned agrees very closely with the number obtained 
by calculation. | 

By comparing the results of the last two weeks it will be seen that the deaths 
caused by zymotic diseases were successively 241 and 230, the corrected average 
for last week being 282 ; those caused by “constitutional” diseases rose from 208 
to 257, the corrected average being 255; those from “local” diseases rose from 533 
to 607, the average being 539; the deaths from ‘ developmental” diseases were 
respectively 145 and 141, the average being 146; and “violent” deaths were 
45 and 25 in the two weeks, the average being 33. Hence it appears that the 
mortality from zymotic diseases has been nearly stationary during the fortnight, 
and that the same remark holds with regard to those of the developmental class. 
The increase under two other heads arises from phthisis, which rose in the two 
weeks from 130 to 158; from convulsions, which rose from 34 to 43; from disease 
of the brain, which rose from 8 to 193; and from disease of the heart, which rose 
from 39 to 53. The continuance of cold weather does not appear to have raised 
the mortality of bronchial disease within the period referred to, for though the 
mean temperature of the last fortnight was only 34°, or about 4° below the average, _ 
bronchitis was fatal in the two weeks in 193 and 191 cases; pneumonia in 104 
and 102. But the mortality of bronchitis is considerably greater than is usual at 
this time, for if the deaths did not exceed the average of corresponding weeks, 
they would not be more than 137. The three oldest persons returned were, two 
women 90 years of age, and a man 91. 

The deaths from measles declined from 57 to 34. Whooping-cough has carried 
off rather more than 50 children in each of the last five weeks. Last week 39 
deaths were referred to scarlatina, and chiefly included under this head is an 
unusual number of cases in which the disease is returned as “diphtheria.” These 


last amount to 15, and are given in detail in the notes. Four persons, of whom 


one was a man, aged 46 years, died of measles between the 8th and 11th instant 
inclusive, in the St. Pancras Workhouse. 


Last week the births of 1021 boys and 942 girls, in all 1963 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the — 
average number was 1593. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°872in. On Wednesday and Thursday the mean reading was 
above 80in. The highest reading in the week occurred on the former day, and 
was 30°04in. The mean temperature of the week was 34°, which is 4°2° below 
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the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The 
mean daily temperature was below the average throughout the week, and on the 
last three days the extent of depression was 7° or more. The highest point attained 
by the thermometer in the shade was 47° on Tuesday ; the lowest was 24° on 
Friday. The mean daily range of temperature in the week was 12°7°; on Wednes- 
day the range was 18°1°. The difference between the mean dew point temperature 
and air temperature was 4°1°. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames 
was 88°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 84. The wind blew 
from a north-easterly point during the first half of the week, and thereafter from 
the south-east. The rain-fall measured was 0°97 in., nearly all of which occurred 
on Sunday.

In Tor weex that ended on Saturday (February 27th) 1288 deaths were 


_ registered in London, a number which exhibits a slight increase on that of the 
| previous week. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the 
) weeks corresponding with last week was 1209; but as the deaths returned for 
| last week occurred in an inereased population, they should be compared with the 
| average when the latter has been raised in proportion to the increase, a correction 


which will give 138380. The result of the figures as stated is that the deaths in 
last week were less by only 42 than those which would have taken place by the 
estimated mortality. The mean temperature of the air last week was 33°1°, 


| which is 6° below the average. In the same week of February 1855 the cold was 


considerably more severe ; the mean temperature fell to 26°7°, and the deaths in 


| London rose to 1604. 


The total numbers of deaths in the last two weeks were nearly the same ; they 


| were 1275 and 1288 ; and the numbers in the two weeks, in five distinct periods 
| of life, show also extremely little variation: the deaths under 20 years of age 
| were respectively 610 and 609 ; those in the period 20-40 years were 160 and 
| 164; those in the next period 40-60 were 201 and 204; at 60 to 80, 243 and 250 ; 
| and deaths at 80 years and upwards 61 and 57. Of the 57 deaths 9 were those of 
| nonagenarians, the oldest of whom was a widow, aged 94 years. 


The deaths from diseases of the respiratory organs were in the last two weeks 


| 827 and 339 (the corrected average for last week being 293) ; those from bronchitis 
| were 191 and 195 (the average ‘being 151); those from pneumonia 102 and 105 


(the average being 91). Phthisis was fatal in the same times in 158 and 146 
cases. It appears therefore that the observation which was made in the last 
weekly report remains equally applicable to the facts obtained from the returns of 


| an additional week,—that, though the mortality of bronchitis is higher than usual, 


the continuance of cold weather had not been attended by a continu ee increase of : 


| the mortality from pulmonary complaints. 


The deaths from whooping-cough have exceeded 50 in each of the last six 
weeks ; those from measles again rose last week to 57; the disease being chiefly 
fatal in the East districts, particularly St. George-in-the-East, Limehouse, and 
Poplar. Scarlatina carried off 53 persons, of whom 4 were adults; “ diphtheria” 
is recorded in 11 cases, either as the primary cause of death, or as supervening 
on some other form of disease. Three young children died of measles, all on the 
20th February, in the Workhouse at Norwood. In addition to the 4 deaths from 
measles in the St. Pancras Workhouse, mentioned last week, five occurred in the 
same house from that disease, as follows :—3 on February 16th ; one on the 17th, 


and one on the 19th.

| week was 29°837in. The highest barometrical reading occurred on Thursday, 
| and was 80°21in. ‘The mean temperature of the week was 33°1°, and the mean

daily reading was below the average on every day, the extent of depression on 
the last three days having been equal to 7° or 9°. The mean daily range of tem- 
| perature in the week was 12°9°. The highest reading of the thermometer in the 
| week was 44°1° on Wednesday ; the lowest was 23°5° on Friday, or 8°5° below 
the freezing point of water. On that day the highest reading was 37°2°, and the 
mean 30°3°. The difference between the mean dew point temperature and air 
temperature was 5°6°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 77; on 
Thursday the humidity was only 67. The mean temperature of the water of the 
Thames was 37°2°, or 4° above that of the air. During the first half of the week 
the wind blew from the south-east and east; during the remainder from the 
north-east. No rain was measured in the week.

Tue Rerurns for last week (which ended Saturday, March 6th) show a con- 
siderable increase of mortality, an effect which the remarkable coldness of the 
weather on several days could hardly fail to produce. ‘The deaths in London, 
which were about 1280 weekly in the latter half of February, rose last week to 
1353, of which 694 were deaths of men and boys, 659 those of women and girls. 
In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks cor- 
responding with last week was 1175, but as the deaths of last week occurred in 
an increased population, it is necessary to compare them with the average, when 
~ the latter has been raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will 
make it 1293. Hence it appears that the deaths now returned are 60 in excess 
of the number which would have occurred under the average rate of mortality. 

The births of last week exceed the deaths in the same period by 291. 

Of the five classes into which the causes of death are distributed, only one, 
namely, “local diseases,” is found to produce the excess above mentioned ; and 
amongst local diseases the increase is due to those which affect the organs of 
respiration. Under this last head, comprising chiefly bronchitis and pneumonia, 
399 deaths are classed, whilst the corrected average is not more than 283. The 
only corresponding weeks in which nearly equal or greater numbers under this 
head are found, are those of 1853 and 1855, when during or immediately after 
low temperature of the air the deaths from pulmonary diseases were 3888 and 
433. Bronchitis was fatal last week in 243 cases (the average being 140) ; 
pneumonia in 123 cases (the average being 96). Influenza was specified as the 
cause of death in only 4 cases; fatal cases of whooping-cough rose to 59. From 
phthisis (or consumption) 146 persons died ; its mortality was not aggravated by 
the cold, for the number was exactly the same as that of the previous week, and 
is scarcely equal to the average. 

In the sub-district of Lambeth Church (2d part) two children died of whooping- 
cough in a family at 3 Neville-street; and on the Ist and 3d instant two children 
of typhus in a family at 50 Park-street. Four children have died since 25th ult. 
of measles in the workhouse ea besides one from chicken-pox, and one 
from pyemia. Five children died of measles in the sub-district of Poplar ; 7 of 
whooping-cough in St. Paul, St. George-in-the-East, “Diphtheria” is returned in 
7 instances. One person died of destitution. 

Last week the births of 869 boys and 775 girls, in all 1644 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1676. 

Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson of St. Thomas's Hospital has found the composition 
of the waters supplied by the principal Metropolitan Water Companies during the 
month of February as follows, in grains per imperial gallon :—

All the specimens of water were derived from the main water pipes, with the 
following exceptions :—The Lambeth water was obtained from the service-pipe of 
a house at Champion Hill. The Plumstead water was procured direct from the 
works, after being softened by Dr. Clark’s process. The water is derived from a 
well sunk in the chalk, which now yields one and a quarter millions of gallons of 
water daily. As sent from the works it is much softer than any other London 
company’s water. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°420in. The highest barometrical reading was 29°69 in. on 
Sunday (the 28th ult.); the lowest was 28°88 in. and oceurred on Saturday. 
The mean temperature of the air in the week was 31° 5°, which is 8°5° below 
the average of the same week in 48 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The mean daily temperature was below the average throughout the week, and 
it has been below the average on every day, with the exception of F ebruary 
13th, during the whole period from February 6th to March 6th. Last week the 
extent of this depression was more than 10° on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday. 
The highest point attained by the thermometer was 48° on Thursday ; the lowest 
was 25°3° on Sunday. The mean daily range of temperature was 11°1°; on 
Wednesday the range was 6°5°; on the following day it was 17°1°. The difference 
between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 6°. The mean 
temperature of the water of the Thames was 35°2°, nearly 4° higher than that 
of the air. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 79; on Thursday the 
humidity was only 64. On six days the wind blew from a north-easterly point. 
The rain or melted snow measured was 0°45 in., most of which fell on Wednesday. 
Snow fell on four days ; on Wednesday it fell to the depth of five inches.

Tue effect of the great and prolonged coldness of the atmosphere is now seen 
very perceptibly in the returns of mortality. During the last five weeks the mean 
daily temperature has been almost invariably below the average, on the first three 
days of March so much as 10° below it; and since the middle of February the 
weekly deaths in London, which had previously declined to 1195, have increased 
continuously, though at first slowly, until the number returned in the week that 
ended last Saturday was 1487.: In the tenth week of each of the ten years 
1848-57, which corresponds with last week, the deaths ranged from 875 to 1486, 
and the average was 1187; but as the deaths of last week occurred in an 

increased population, they can only be compared with the average when the 
| latter is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will make it 
1305. The result is that 182 persons died last week more than would have died 
if the rate of mortality had not been higher than the average rate at this season. 

It deserves to be noticed that the deaths increased from 13538 in the previous 
week to 1487 last week, and that this increase is derived from the mortality 
contributed by each class of disease except “local diseases,” which include bronchial 
| complaints. In the last two weeks the deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory 
| organs decreased from 399 to 3866. But whooping-cough, which stands in the 
zymotic class, rose from 59 to 69. The Registrar of St. Paul (St. George-in-the- 
| East) states that it is very prevalent in his sub-district. Measles was fatal in 59 
|. cases, small-pox in 7, scarlatina in 41. Nearly half of the deaths from measles 
| occurred in the East districts. At 20 Danvers-street, Chelsea, a family has 
| lost four children from malignant scarlatina within seven days, and two others 
|, are ill from the same complaint. “Diphtheria” is recorded as fatal in 13 cases, 
|| either as a primary or secondary disease. Bronchitis carried off 207 persons 
|, last week ; pneumonia 112; the corrected average of the former is 1438, that of 
| the latter 98. A drayman died after two hours’ illness from eating mussels ; 
| 3 persons from intemperance, besides 2 from delirium tremens. A widow, aged 
| 60 years, died in Union-buildings, Woolwich, from destitution. The two oldest 
|| persons recorded in the week were widows, aged respectively 92 and 96 years. 


The number of births registered last week was unusually large—namely 2007, 
_—and exceeded the deaths, though these were numerous, by 520. Of children 
} born 1043 were boys, 964 were girls. The average number of births in the 
| corresponding weeks of ten previous years 1848-57 was 1683. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
) week was 29°526in. The lowest barometrical reading was 28°86 in. on Monday ; 
|) and the highest was 30°07 in. which occurred on Friday. ‘The mean temperature 
of the air in the week was 84°7°, which is 5°7° below the average of the same 
week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature 
was below the average till Saturday ; on five days it was from 7° to 9° below the 
average. With the exception of only one day, viz., February 13th, the mean daily 
temperature has been below the average on every day, during the whole period 
from February 7th to March 12th, both days included. Last week the mean daily 
range of temperature was 15°3°. The lowest reading of the thermometer was 
obtained on Thursday, and was 23°6°, or 8°4° below the freezing point of water ; 
the highest was 50°8° on Saturday; the range of the week was therefore 27:°2°.

Tae DEAtTHs, registered in London decreased from 1487 in the previous week 
to 1431 in the week that ended last Saturday (March 20th). The decrease is 
not great, and the mortality is still unusually high; for though the weather has 
been bright and genial during the week, its effect is not immediately seen, to its 
full extent, in the shortening of the long list of deaths. In the ten years 1848-57 
the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 
1198, but as the deaths of last week occurred in an increased population, they 
can only be compared with the average, after the latter is raised proportionally to 
the increase, a correction which will make it 1318. Hence it appears that 113 
persons died last week, who would have survived if a mortality not higher than 


| the average rate had ruled. 


On comparing the facts of the last two weeks it will be seen that of the five 
classes of disease, only that which comprises. “local diseases” exhibits any 
important variation of numbers. Diseases of the organs of ‘circulation decreased 
from 67 fatal cases in the preceding week to 49 last week ; those of the respiratory 
organs from 866 to 333; those of the organs of digestion from 58 to 45. And 
under the second of these heads the decrease appears to have been chiefly in the 
deaths from asthma; for the respective numbers in the two weeks were from 
bronchitis 207 and 192, from pneumonia 112 and 111, and from asthma 26 and 
14. The corrected average of bronchitis in corresponding weeks is 139. The 
present return exhibits a considerable increase in the mortality of whooping- 
cough, for in three previous weeks the deaths from it were successively 53, 59, 
69, and last week they were 83. Of 45 deaths from measles only 4 occurred in 
the Central districts, and only one in the largest and most populous division, the 
Southern. Scarlatina was fatal in 40 cases, among which 7 of diphtheria are 
enumerated. A. girl died of typhus in a house in Gibraltar-walk, Bethnal-green, 
the fatal termination of the disease having been, in the opinion of the medical 
attendant, materially promoted by bad sanitary condition. Another child died of 
malignant scarlatina at 20 Danvers-street, Chelsea, in addition to the four, 
mentioned in last return, who have been carried off by this disease, in the same 
family, during the current month. A seaman died of scurvy on board a ship in 
the West India Dock. One person died of privation ; 2 of intemperance, besides 
3 of delirium tremens. ‘The deaths of six persons are recorded who had attained 
the age of 90 years or upwards. ‘The two oldest had arrived at the ages respec- 
tively of 97 and 100; the younger of whom died in Clapton; the centenarian in 
Alma-terrace, Old Kent-road. 


Last week the births of 1026 boys and 934 girls, in all 1960. children, were re- 
‘gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1639. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°'963in. On the last four days the mean barometrical reading 
was above 80in., and on Saturday it was 30°306in. The highest reading in the 
week was obtained on that day, and was 30°33in. The mean temperature of the 
air itt the week was 48°, and was 6°3° above the average of the same week in 
43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was 
above the average throughout the week; on Tuesday the excess was equal to 
-9°1°, and varied from 6° to 8° on the four subsequent days. The lowest tempera- 
ture in the week occurred on Sunday (the 14th) and was 36°9°; the highest on 
Friday, and was 61°4°; the range of the week was therefore 24°5°. ‘The mean

daily range of temperature was 14°8°. The difference between the mean dew 
point temperature and air temperature was 7°7°. The mean degree of humidity 
was 75, complete saturation being represented by 100; on Thursday and Saturday 
the humidity was 69. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 
39°1°. The wind blew generally from the west. The whole amount of rain 
measured was the tenth of an inch.

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Meteorological Observations. 
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‘UNDER the influence of fine weather the mortality is much reduced. The deaths 
in London were in two previous weeks 1487 and 1431; last week they fell to 
1268. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresponding with last week was 1217; but as the deaths returned for last week 
occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with the average 
after the latter is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will 
make it 13839. The present return is, therefore, so far favourable, that it shows 
the number of deaths less by 71 than that which the average rate of mortality 
towards the end of March would have produced. 

There is a decrease of the deaths of last week as compared with those of the 
preceding week, in each of the five classes of disease to which they are referred, 
with the exception of the last class. Zymotic diseases were fatal in the two weeks 
in 286 and 270 cases ; constitutional in 281 and 217; the local (which include 
bronchial affections) in 628 and 566 ; and developmental diseases in 170 and 145. 
Deaths by violence, the registration of which becomes more active towards the 
end of the quarter, increased from 385 to 50. Of these 50, 89 were accidental, 
and were chiefly from fractures and burns, and suffocation of children in bed ; 
4 were cases of infanticide; and 7 of suicide. 

Bronchitis has declined in the number of fatal cases from 192 to 150,—the 
corrected average for last week is 1837. Pneumonia, from which 109 persons died, 
shows also little excess on the average. Whooping-cough declined from 83 to 72 


, in the two weeks; scarlatina from 40 to 29; typhus with common fever from 41 


to 26. There were 12 deaths last week from diarrhea (all, except 4, amongst 


- infants); and a young woman died in Pentonville from ‘ cholera biliosa,” after 


5 days’ illness. Three children died of measles in the Workhouse, Gr ays-inn-lane. 
Ten cases of diphtheria are recorded, in which it was either the primary or 
secondary cause of death. Seven persons, the victims of intemperance, are 
included in this return, besides 3 who died of delirium tremens. Four women and 
a man had arrived at the advanced age of 90 years or upwards, amongst whom 
was a widow whose years had been extended to 97. 


Last week the births of 1000 boys and 924 girls, in all 1924 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1616. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean daily reading of the barometer was 
above 30 in. throughout the week ; on Monday it rose to 80° 422 in.; the mean reading 
of the week was 80°190in. The highest barometrical reading occurred on Monday, 
and was 30°45in. The mean temperature of the week was 46°6°, which is 4°4° 
above the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
The mean temperature was more or less above the average on every day; on 
Wednesday the excess was 12°7°. The thermometer in the shade rose to 68°7° 
on Wednesday; in the sun to 84°6°, both points the highest in the week; the 
lowest temperature occurred on Friday, and was 31:1°. The mean daily range 
of temperature was 25°4°. The difference between the mean dew point tempera- 
ture and air temperature was 8°8°. The mean daily degree of humidity was 70, 
complete saturation being represented by 100; on Wednesday the humidity was 
so low as 62. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 45°6°. 
The air was calm in the earlier half of the week; during the remainder the 
direction of the wind was variable ; on Thursday it was north-east, and the mean 
daily temperature fell 12°. No rain fell in the week.

General Register Office, Somerset House, 
April 5th, 1858. 

THE TOTAL number of deaths registered in London in the week that ended on 
Saturday (April 3d) was 1374. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of 
deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1892, but as the deaths 
of last week occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with 
the average, after the latter has been raised proportionally to the increase, a cor- 
rection which will make it 1531. The deaths now returned are, therefore, less 
by 157 than the number which the average rate of mortality would have 
produced. 

The registration of last week exceeds that of the previous week to the extent 
of 106 deaths ; but the excess arises from deaths, on which inquests had been held, 
having been entered in the registers in more than their due proportion, at the end 
of the quarter, and not from an increased rate of mortality. This will be evident, 
when it is stated that cases in which bronchitis, pneumonia, and asthma were fatal, 
declined in the two weeks from 271 to 258 ; whereas deaths produced by mecha- 
nical or chemical injuries increased from 50 to 113. The same explanation apphes 
to an increase of “sudden” deaths, of which the cause is unascertained or not 
defined, from 14 to 27. The mortality from whooping-cough has declined in the 
last three weeks according to the followmg numbers: 83, 72, and 66. The mean 
temperature rose in the third week of March to 48° (which is higher by 15° than 
it had been in the earlier part of the month); but in the last two weeks the air 
has not been so warm, the means having been 47° and 45°. 

Measles from which 59 children died, of whom 31 were under two years of 
age, is exceedingly fatal in the Royal Military Asylum, Chelsea, where six boys, 
whose ages varied from six to ten years, died from the complaint, 2 on the 26th ult., 
2 on the 27th, one on the 28th, and one on the 29th. A young man died in the 
same institution, on the 25th, of rheumatic fever. Three children died of measles 
in the sub-district of Christchurch, Marylebone, 3 in Bow, and 3 in St. James, 
Bermondsey. 

Two persons died of destitution on the same day, March 31st: a seaman, aged 
56 years, in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, and the wife of a labourer, aged 40, in 
the Workhouse, St. Margaret, Westminster. Of 113 violent deaths included in the 
present return, 100 occurred accidentally, 3 were by murder or manslaughter, and 
10 by suicide. The three oldest individuals who paid the debt of nature, were 
aged respectively 93, 94, and 96 years. 


Last week the births of 872 boys and 863 girls, in all 1735 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1801. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°577in. The barometrical readings fell from 380°05in. on 
Sunday the 28th ult. to 28°85in. on the 31st. The mean temperature of the 
week was 44°6°, which is 1°3° above the average of the same week in 43 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature which was above 
the average on the first four days, fell from 48°1° on Wednesday, to 38°4° on 
Thursday, and 34°7°, on Friday, the last of which is 9°4° below the average. On 
Friday the thermometer fell so low as 27°2°. The wind which previously to

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Thursday had blown from the south-west, turned on that day to north-east. On 
Monday the thermometer in the shade had reached 61°8°, and its extreme range 
in five days was therefore 34°6°. The mean daily range of the week was 19°1°. 
The difference between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature 
was 6°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 81. The mean temperature 
of the water of the Thames was 46°9°. The rain-fall of the week was 0°42 in. 
A loud thunder-clap was heard on Saturday afternoon.

“rheumatic fever (14 days), diphtheria (several days), exhaustion.” The Registrar adds :—‘“ The 
deceased, who resided at Huddersfield, Yorkshire, had been in London about four weeks. The 
medical certificate states that exhaustion was produced from total want of support during the first 
nine days of the illness, during which time he was under homeopathic treatment.” 

Lonpon City; North east.— At 3 King-street, Aldgate, on 29th March, the son of a fruit 
merchant, aged 3 years, “ diphtheria (one week).” 

BEruNAL GREEN; Hackney Road.—At 8 Gloucester-place, on 28th March, the daughter of a 
carver and gilder, aged 3 years, ‘diphtheria (48 hours).” 

Sr. GEeorGE SoutHwaRk ; London Road.—At 7 Richmond-street, on 28th March, the daughter 
of a meat salesman, aged 7 months, “ diphtheria (2 days).” 

Westminster; St. Margaret—At the Workhouse, on 81st March, the wife of a bricklayer’s 
labourer, aged 40 years, ‘destitution, pulmonary disease (6 days).” 

West Lonpon ; North.— At St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, on 31st March, a seaman, aged 56 years, 
“ destitution.” 

MARYLEBONE ; Rectory.—At the Workhouse, on 2d March, a female pauper, aged 63 years, 
“ exhaustion ; how produced unknown. Found helpless and destitute in a street.” Post mort. 
(Inquest. ) 

Istineton; West.—On 28th March, the daughter of an artist, aged 17 months, “suffocation from 
spasm of glottis while in a fit of passion.” Post mort. (Inquest.) 

WanpswortH ; Wandsworth.—At High-street, on 9th March, a compositor, aged avout 18 years, 
“ cold and exposure (voluntarily).” (Jnquest.)

THE DEATHS in London exhibit a decrease : the total number registered last week (ending on 
Saturday the 10th inst.) was 1221. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the 
weeks corresponding with last week, when it is raised for comparison with the deaths of last week, 
is found to be 1242. The number now returned, therefore, shows a very close approximation to the 
result obtained by calculation. 


The cases in which diseases of the respiratory organs were fatal have decreased from 284 in the 
previous week to 263 last week: the corrected average for last week is 265. The mortality from 
measles is still high, 58 children, nearly half of whom were under two years of age, having died of 
this complaint last week. Dr. Balfour states that the epidemic of measles, which prevailed among 
the boys of the Royal Military Asylum, Chelsea, has entirely ceased, only one case, and that a 
very mild one, having occurred among them since the 23d ult. The ages of six women, all widows, 
and of two men, in the present return, varied from 90 to 93 years. 


Last week the births of 852 boys and 790 girls, in all 1642 children, were registered in London. 
In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57, the average number was 1525. 


' At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 
29°672in. The highest barometrical reading was 30in. on Sunday. The mean temperature of 
the week was 40°3°, which is 4°9° delow the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined 
by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the average throughout the week. 
The highest point attained by the thermometer was 57° on Thursday, the lowest was 34° on 
Saturday. The mean daily range was 12°3°. The wind blew from an easterly point. Rain fell to 
the amount of 1°05 in., more than half of which fell on Thursday; there was more or less every 
day, except Saturday; on Friday there was snow and sleet, and in the evening of that day an 
unusually great magnetic disturbance. 


IN THE LAST QUARTER, Viz., the thirteen weeks that ended on Saturday, April 8d, the deaths 
registered in London were 17,308, of which 8193 occurred under 20 years of age, 2149 in the 
period of life 20-40 years, 2874 at 40 and under 60, 3247 at 60 and under 80, and 767 at 80 years 
and upwards. The average annual rate of mortality at all ages for the first quarter of five years 
(1853-57) was 26 to a thousand persons living; in the quarter that. has just terminated the 
annual mortality was nearly the same, namely 25-6. ‘The mean temperature of the quarter was 38°, 
which is but slightly below the average ; but the mean weekly temperature was below it in seven 
weeks (five of which were consecutive) out of the thirteen. In the same quarter of 1855, the 
mean temperature of the air fell to 34°1°, and the deaths rose to 19,627, a number which, though 
the population was at that time less, exceeds the deaths in last quarter by 2319. In both periods 
pulmonary diseases were in the ascendant. The present return shows that 4440 deaths were 
referred to diseases of this character, exclusive of phthisis and whooping-cough, being rather more 
than 25 per cent. of the total number. ‘The two most fatal epidemic diseases were whooping- 
cough and measles, the former numbering 757 in the quarter, the latter 714. The East districts 
contributed a larger proportion of the deaths from these two complaints than any other of the five 
great divisions. The southern division, or all that part of London which lies on the south side of 
the river, contains a population which exceeds that of the eastern, but which lives on an area 
seven times as great. 


The following are the deaths in the quarter. from diseases of the dietic order: 18 from want of 
necessaries, besides 71 of children from want of breastmilk; 9 from purpura and scurvy; 30 from 
intemperance, besides 27 from delirium tremens. These last numbers do not include deaths from 
injuries received by persons when drunk.

THE DEATHS in London registered in the week ending Saturday, April 17th, 
were 1207, being nearly the same as those of the previous week. In the ten 
years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with 


. last week was 1102, but as the deaths now returned occurred in an increased 


population, they should be compared with the average, after the latter is raised in 
proportion to the increase, a correction which will make it 1212. The number 
actually returned, therefore, agrees almost exactly with that obtained by calcula- 
tion. Whooping-cough and measles still maintain a high mortality, the former 
having numbered 77 deaths in the week, the latter 55. Two widows died at the 
age of 96 years, one at Walham-green, another in Islington Workhouse. 


Last week the births of 1009 boys and 956 girls, in all 1965 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1583. 


The analyses which Dr. Thomson has made show the salutary effects of the 
recent Acts of Parliament for supplying London with water. The water which 
the west end and the southern districts of London received was formerly pumped 
out of the Thames within the tidal range between Hungerford Bridge and the 
new Battersea Bridge. It was impregnated with the impurities of the sewers. 
The water cannot now be legally taken from the Thames below the Teddington- 
lock, and it consequently contains less than half the previous amount of impurity. 
A galion of water of the Chelsea Company formerly contained from 37 to 66 
grains of extraneous matter; the Southwark water contained from 23 to 73 grains ;* 
while the analysis now shows that only 21 grains of extraneous matter are to be 
found in a gallon of the water of either company. Only the West Middlesex and 


the Southwark Company have openings by which it would be possible to commu- 


nicate with the unfiltered water of the Thames below Teddington ; and the engineers 
of the Board of Health reported that in the case of the West Middlesex this “ pre- 
caution appears to be wholly unnecessary, and it would be more satisfactory that 
the connexion with unfiltered water should be destroyed.”+ With regard to the 
Southwark Company, the same report states that “the connexion between the 
river and the reservoirs at the Battersea works, by which the supply was formerly 
obtained, has not yet (Jan. 3d, 1856) been actually removed, but a dam has been 
put across to prevent the use of this intake.” The wide barred projecting opening 
into the bed of the Thames is still visible at low water. As this channel cannot be 
legally used by the Company, it would be satisfactory to see it altogether removed. 
Large covered expensive reservoirs for filtered water had been erected in 1856 by 
all the companies except the Kent, the Hampstead, and the Southwark Companies. 
The Southwark Company has no reservoir either covered or uncovered for filtered 
water, but it had in 1856 already purchased land for reservoirs at Nunhead, Peck- 
ham. These reservoirs are not yet constructed, but no doubt they will soon be

completed, and then the inhabitants of the south side of the Thames will live in 
the same security as the other inhabitants of London. 


Waters supplied by Water Companies.—The composition of the water supplied 
by the principal Water Companies of the Metropolis has been determined for the 
month of March by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson of St. Thomas’s Hospital, and is 
given in the following Table. Distilled water is represented as the standard of 
comparison, leaving 0° (degrees) or grains of impurity per gallon when evaporated. 
The other waters contain a certain number of grains of foreign matter per gallon, 
which are denoted in the tabular statement by degrees (°). The table is read 
thus: Distilled Water, 0° (degrees) or grains of impurity per gallon; West 
Middlesex, 17°°64 (degrees) or grains of total impurity per gallon, of which 0°° 56 
(degrees) or grains per gallon are organic matter. Under “Impurity” Dr. Thomson 
designates all the matter, except the elements of water.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°821lin. The highest barometrical reading occurred on Wednesday, 
and was 30°04in. The mean temperature of the week was 46°7°, which is 1°2° 
above the average of the same week in 48 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). 
On the first four days the mean daily temperature was below the average ; on the 
two following days it was from 10° to 14° above it. On Sunday the 11th the 
thermometer fell to 27°9°, the lowest point in the week ; on Friday it rose to 76°, 
(the highest point) ; the entire range was therefore 48°1°. The mean daily range 
was 20°1° ; the range of Sunday was 28°3°, that of the following day only 9°3°. 
The difference between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature 
was 8°7°. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 45°5°. The 
mean degree of humidity was 72. ‘The wind was generally north-east on the 
first three days ; it then turned to south-east and south-west, and on Saturday was 
again in the north-east. A thunder storm occurred on the evening of Friday, 
accompanied with rain, which fell to the depth of 0°15 in. in ten minutes.

Tur DEATHS registered in London were 1144 in the week ending Saturday, 
April 24th; they show a decrease on those of the previous week, when the 
number was 1207. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in 
the weeks corresponding with last week was 1054; but the deaths of last week 
occurred in. an increased population, and they should be compared with the 
average, when the latter has. been raised in proportion to the increase, a cor- 
rection which will make it 1159. The rate of mortality that now prevails, there- 
fore, agrees very closely with that which is obtained by calculation from former 
experience in the third week of April. 

Of the 1144 deaths returned last week, 1138 are distributed amongst the five 
classes, in which all the causes of death are arranged, in the following numbers :— 
262 are referred to zymotic diseases, the corrected average of which in corre- 
sponding weeks is 260; 237 are referred to the class of “constitutional diseases,” 
the average of which is also 260 ; 477 to “local diseases,” of which the average 
is 466; 139 to “developmental diseases,” the average, being 181; and 23 to 
mechanical and chemical injuries, the average being 18. Of the 23 violent deaths, 
22 are accidental; of these 9 are caused by fractures and wounds, 3 by burns, one 
by poison, 3 by drowning, 6 (all of which, except one, are deaths of infants) by 
suffocation. ‘The only death not accidental is a case of suicide by hanging. The 
deaths arising from bronchitis and pneumonia, which in the previous week were 
respectively 1380 and 103, declined last week to 120 and 62. 

ighty-one children died of whooping-cough, a considerably higher mortality than 
occurred in any corresponding week of ten years, except that of 1854, when the 
deaths from this complaint were 83. Whooping-cough is at present twice as fatal 
as either measles or scarlatina. ‘The deaths from measles are not so numerous as 
they were in some previous weeks. Forty deaths are referred to scarlatina ; no 
less than 4 of these occurred in one family in a house on the top of Shooter’s-hill. 
The Registrar states that to the casual observer there is nothing in that elevated 
situation which would be noticed as the probable cause of so great a mortality ; 
but it is understood that medical men attribute it to an open ditch in the neigh- 
bourhood. One child died on the 12th inst., one on the 14th, and two others on 
the following day. 

Six persons died last week at the age of 90 years and upwards ; the two oldest 
were a woman in Newington Workhouse, 98 years old, and the widow of a dock 
labourer in Redman’s-row, Mile-end Old Town, who is said to have died at the 


age of 101 years. 


Last week the births of 894 boys and 916 girls, in all 1810 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1598.

The highest point attained in the week was 72°9° on Thursday; the lowest 
point was 34°3° on Monday. The extreme range was therefore 38°6°.

THE DEATHS registered in Pons in the first three weeks of April were succes- 
sively 1221, 1207, and 1144; in the last week ending Saturday May Ist they 
were 1125. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresponding with last week was 1045, but as the deaths in the present return 
occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with the average, 
after the latter is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will 
make it 1149. The deaths of last week were, therefore, less by 24 than the 
number which the average rate of mortality would have produced. 

Tun birtus returned for the same time exceed the deaths by 592. 

The last two returns show a decrease in deaths by zymotic diseases from 262 to 
254, and in those by “local” diseases, which include diseases of the respiratory 
organs, from 477 to 444. Whooping-cough still predominates in the zymotic 
class, and caused 69 deaths, a number which, however, is not so great as those 
of some previous weeks. Measles was fatal in 54 cases, scarlatina in 32, typhus 
in 81. Out of 11 deaths registered in the sub-district of St. James, Bermondsey, 
5 were from measles, one from scarlatina, and 2 from whooping-cough ; and in 
Rotherhithe out of 10 registered, one was from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 2 from 
-whooping-cough, and one from typhus; two thirds of the total mortality in the 
two sub-districts were caused by diseases of the epidemic character. Eleven 
- persons died last week of diarrhea, and 2 of “ English cholera”; the latter disease 
was fatal to a girl after 12 hours” illness, and to a boy who died after an illness 
of 60 hours’ duration. Amongst remarkable cases in this return are the following: 
a grocer, aged 26 years, died in consequence of having swallowed false teeth 
during his sleep, which produced hemorrhage from the stomach; a painter died of 
colica pictonum; a woman died after delivery by the Cesarian operation ; and a 
young soldier in the University College Hospital from a gunshot wound he had 
received at the storming of the Redan. The names of four nonagenarians, all 
widows, were inscribed in the registers, the oldest of whom died at 6 Boot-street, 
Hoxton Old Town, at the age of 98 years. 


Last week the births of 851 boys and 866 girls, in all 1717 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1613. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer = the 
week was 29°566in. The barometrical readings decreased from 380 in. on Sunday 
to 28°95 in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the week was 47°1°, which 
is 1°5° below the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The highest point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 
65° on Wednesday; the lowest was 36°5° on Saturday, on which day the mean 
temperature was less than the average by 6°9°. The extreme range in the week 
was 28°5°. The mean daily range was 17°. The difference between the mean 
dew point temperature and air temperature was 5°6°; the mean degree of humidity 
of the air was 83. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was.55° 2°, 
On the last three days the wind was in the south or south-west. Rain fell to the 
amount of 0°84in., a great part of which fell early in the morning of Thursday. 
On Friday there were heavy showers of hail, and frequent thunder.

(master), aged 26 years, “ hemorrhage from the stomach (6 hours), after having swallowed false 
teeth during sleep (5 days).” 

Pancras; Tottenham-court-road.—At the University College Hospital, from Somers-town, on 
25th April, private soldier, aged 24 years, ‘‘ gun-shot wound received at the storming of the Redan.” 

St. Luxe; Old-street—At St. Mark’s Hospital, on 15th April, a drover, aged 38 years, 
“hemorrhoids, operation, tetanus, (5 days).” 

STEPNEY; Limehouse.—At 3 Farmers-row, on 26th April, the son of a bricklayer’s labourer, aged 
1 year, “acute ophthalmia with total loss of eye bails.” 

St. GrorGE SourHwark ; Borough-road.—At 45 Friar-street, on 27 April, plumber, painter, and 
glazier (journeyman), aged 49 years, “ colica pictonum (2 days), collapse.” 

GREENWICH ; St. Pauls Deptford.—On 23d April, wife of a brass finisher, aged 34 years, “ child- 
birth, placental presentation, flooding (one hour), Cesarian operation, dead male child.”

Tue DEATHS in London, which were 1221 in the first week of April, have in 
subsequent weeks undergone a gradual reduction, and in the first week of May the 
number returned was 1056. The period between the cold of winter and the heat 
of summer is that which is most favourable to the health of the London population ; 
and under ordinary conditions the mortality may be expected to fall till the middle 
of June. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresponding with last week was 1055; but as the deaths in the present return 
occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with the average, 
after the latter is raised proportionally to the increase, a correction which will 
make it 1161. Hence it appears that the public health was so far in a satisfactory 
condition that 105 persons survived, who would have died if the average rate of 
mortality at the beginning of May had prevailed. 

Tae pirtus of last week exceeded the deaths in the same period by 632. 

Diseases of the zymotic character produced last week 242 deaths. Whooping- 
cough continues to be the most fatal disease in this class, though it indicates a 
tendency to decrease. It was fatal in 63 cases; measles in 45, scarlatina in 38, 
_ typhus (with common fever) in 30, diarrhcea in 9, small-pox in 3, ague in 1. Two 
deaths resulted from cholera, a child having died from it, after 3 days’ illness, in 
Poplar, and a woman 64 years of age in Marshall-street, Golden-square, after a 
brief illness of 23 hours. Five fatal cases of diphtheria are returned; one of 
these which occurred in Mile-end Old Town is supposed to have been the conse- 
quence of effluvia from sewers into which gas-water had been pumped for a con- 
siderable time, in the Hackney-road sub-district, where the family had previously 
lived, but from which they had been recently advised by their medical attendant 
toremove. Another child in this family had died of the same complaint before 
the removal, and two others are now ill. 

A licensed victualler, 65 years old, died last week from elephantiasis, from which 
he had suffered for 30 years. The deaths of six nonagenarians are included in 
this return. 


Last week the births of 868 boys and 820 girls, in all 1688 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1629. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°832in. The mean daily reading was above 30 in. on the last three 
days. The lowest barometrical reading was 29°02 in. on Sunday, and the highest 
30°26 in. on Friday. ‘The mean temperature of the week was 45°6°, which is 
5*8° below the average of the same week in 48 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the average throughout 
the week ; on four days the extent of depression was from 6° to 8°. A north or 
north-east wind blew on every day. The highest point attained by the ther- 
mometer in the shade was 63°4° on Wednesday ; the lowest was 32-1° on Friday. 
The riag: in the week was therefore 313°. The mean daily range was 22°2°,

THE NUMBER of deaths registered in London in the week ending Saturday, 
May 15th, was 1057, which is almost the same as that of the previous week, which 
was 1056. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresponding with last week was 1050, but as the deaths of last week occurred 
in an increased population, they can only be compared with the average, when 
the latter is raised in a degree proportionate to the increase, a correction which 
will make it 1155. The comparison indicates a favourable state ofthe public 
health, as showing that the deaths now returned are less by about a hundred than 
the number estimated from former experience at this season. 

As the total numbers of the last two weeks very closely agree, so the numbers 
assigned to the five general heads under which all the causes of death are classed 
exhibit no important differences. Zymotic diseases caused in the two weeks 242 
and 254 deaths respectively, the corrected average for last week being 259; con- 
stitutional diseases 251 and 246, the average being 266; local diseases 407 and 
394, the average being 449; developmental 126 and 130, the average being 139; 
and the number of violent deaths was 25 both weeks, the average being 22. The 
slight increase under the first head arises in part from diarrhcea, the fatal cases of 
which increased from 9 to 17. Whooping-cough was also more fatal last week, 
this complaint having carried off 81 children, a large proportion of whom were 
under two years of age. Six deaths occurred from it in the sub-district of 
~ St. Peter, Walworth, and 4 in that of St. Jchn, Westminster. Of 47 deaths from 
’ measles, 6 occurred in the sub-district of Greenwich West. Scarlatina was fatal 
in 86 cases, and 4 of these occurred in Hoxton Old Town. Six cases of diphtheria 
are returned. A death from this disease having occurred in the Hackney-road 
sub-district, Mr. Todd, the medical attendant of the case, states that “ the 
“ effluvium from the gas-water of the adjoining gasworks, which is carried off 
“ through the sewers, has been represented to him as at times very offensive, and 
“‘ in his opinion it is very likely to deteriorate the health of persons exposed to it.” 
Two girls, aged respectively 10 and 14 years, died of tonsillitis (quinsy) in the 
same family at 3 Norfolk-place, Islington. ‘Three children of the same parents 
have died, within 18 days, of scarlatina in the Hyde-park barracks. The deaths 
of two very oid persons are reported in the returns: a fish porter died in Great 
Trinity-lane at the age of 97 years, and the widow of a stone sawyer at 60 Pleasant- 
place, Lambeth, whose age is stated to have been 102 years. 


Last week the births of 798 boys and 752 girls, in all 1550 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1577. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29 659in. The highest barometrical reading was 30°O8in. at the 
beginning of the weck. The mean temperature of the week was 49°6°, which 
is 1°9° below the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). The highest point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 
65°5° on Thursday ; the lowest was 36°1° on Sunday; the entire range of the week 
was therefore 29°4°. The mean daily range was 21°2°. The difference between 
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the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 7°4°. The mean tempe- 
rature of the water of the Thames was 53°3°. The mean degree of humidity of 
the air was 77, saturation being represented by 100. The general direction of 
the wind was south-west. Rain fell to the amount of O°5lin., which chiefly 
fell on Thursday and Friday. A heavy storm of rain and hail occurred on the 
afternoon of Thursday, with strong wind and occasional claps of thunder.

Pancras; Kentish-town—At 4 Leybourne-street, on 23d April, a boy, aged 3 weeks, “ death 
caused by a dose or two of Godfrey’s cordial given medicinally.” (Jnquest.) 

East Lonpon; St. Botolph.—At 64 Bishopsgate-street Without, on 4th May, the widow of a 
baker, aged 31 years, “erysipelatous inflammation of the fauces and larynx (36 hours).” 

BerunaL Grepn; Green—On 14th May, the wife of a shoemaker, aged 56 years, “ diarrhea 
and debility from taking laudanum daily for 10 years.” 

Lawpetu ; Lambeth Church (2d part).—At 60 Pleasant-place, on 9th May, the widow of a stone 
sawyer, aged 102 years, “‘ old age.” 

Lamperti; Kennington (1st part).—At Kennington-terrace, on 9th May, the wife of a surgeon, 
aged 48 years, “stricture of colon, (— months), opened by Amusat’s operation, death third day after. 
Post mort. No malignant disease.”

Tur DEATHS registered in London, which in each of the two previous weeks 
were about 1050, rose in the last week, ending Saturday May 22d, to 1082. In 
the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding 
with last week was 1030; but as the deaths of last week occurred in an increased 
population, they can only be compared with the average, after the latter is raised 
in a degree proportionate to the increase, a correction which will make it 1132. 
Hence it is seen that the actual number of deaths now returned is less by 50 than 
the number. which would have occurred if the average rate of mortality, as 
calculated for the third week of May, had prevailed. 

Of the deaths amounting to 251 from the order of diseases termed in the tables 
miasmatic, the largest proportion is still contributed by whooping-cough, which 
carried off 72 children, of whom 52 died within the first two years of life. 
Mr. Butterfield, the Registrar of the East sub-district of Islington, by whom 
6 deaths from this complaint are returned for the week, states that it has been 
the fatal disease in 14 per cent. of the deaths registered by him since the 
13th of April. Measles was fatal last week in the next degree, 60 children having 
died of it (4 of these in the sub-district of. St. John Westminster). There were 
48 deaths from scarlatina, 5 of which occurred in the sub-district of St. George 
the Martyr, Holborn. It was mentioned in last return that 3 children belonging 
to the same parents had died of scarlatina in Hyde-park barracks ; it is now stated 
that the fourth, and last child in the family, has died from the same disease. ‘The 
wife of a labourer in the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, died at 34 Charlotte-street, 
Plumstead, of “cholera, typhoid fever,” after 6 days’ illness. Six persons who 
had attained the age of 90 years and upwards were registered in the week, the 
two oldest of whom were a man, aged 96 years, who died in Great Dover-street, 
Newington, and a woman, aged 97, in Beaumont-street, Marylebone. Besides 
these, a labourer’s widow died at the age of 100 years at 4 Pratt-alley, White- 


chapel. 


Last week the births of 846 boys and 779 girls, in all 1625 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1548. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°761lin. ‘The highest barometrical reading was 29°97 in. on Thursday. 
The mean temperature of the week was 54°9°, which is 1°6° above the average 
of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest 
point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 71° on Friday ; the lowest 
point was 42-7° on the day previous. The range of temperature in the week was 
therefore 28°3°. The mean daily range was 19°3°. The difference between the 
mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 9°4°. The mean degree of 
humidity of the air was 72, complete saturation being represented by 100. The 
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mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 55°5°. The direction of the 
wind was south-west. Rain fell to the amount of 0°27in. On Wednesday 
afternoon there was a very heavy squall of wind, accompanied by thunder and 
heavy rain. 


The composition of the water supplied by eight of the water companies in the 
Metropolis, has been determined for the month of April by Dr. Robert Dundas 
Thomson, F.R.S., of St. Thomas’s Hospital, and is represented in the subsequent 
table. It is proper to mention that the water containing the largest amount of 
impurity happened to be taken after a fall of rain, when a distinct alteration in 
the composition of water derived from the surface drainage of an agricultural 
country can usually be detected. In table 1° (one degree) of impurity is equivalent 
to 1 grain of foreign matter present dissolved in the water per gallon. For the 
scale of comparison water about to be supplied to Glasgow from Loch Katrine, 
and water supplied to Aberdeen from the Dee, are introduced into the table.

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Tse DEATHS registered in London, which in the two previous weeks were 
successively 1057 and 1082, rose in the week ending last Saturday to 1106, of 
which 576 were deaths of males, and 530 those of “females. In the ten years 
1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week 
was 1004, but as the deaths of last week occurred in an increased population, 
they can only be compared with the average, after the latter is raised in pro- 
portion to the increase, a correction which will make it 1104. Hence it appears 
that the rate of mortality that prevailed last week agrees with the average, as 
calculated from ten years’ experience at the end of May. 

Tue birtus of last week exceed the deaths in the same period by 586. 

By comparing the results of the last two weeks with reference to the causes of 
death, it will be seen that while zymotic diseases have decreased from 269 to 259, 
and local diseases from 420 to 406, those of the “ constitutional” class have 
increased from 210 deaths to 265, and have produced the increase in the total 
number of deaths which is shown above. | Phthisis (or consumption) is the special 
disease to which this result is due, for whereas it was fatal in the previous week 
in 117 cases, last week it was fatal in 169. The corrected average for this disease 
for last week is 149. Small-pox was fatal in 5 cases; measles decreased from 60 
to 45, whooping-cough from 72 to 61. There were 14 deaths from diarrhea, the 
corrected average being 19. No case of cholera was returned. Of four nona- 
genarians whose deaths were registered, the two oldest were widows, one of 
whom died at the age of 96 years in Fulham Wor khouse, the other at 97 years in 
St. Luke’s Work house. 

Thirty-seven deaths are returned as having arisen from the developmental 
_ diseases of children, of which 18 are ascribed to premature birth, 2 to cyanosis, 
8 to spina bifida, 3 to other malformations, and II to teething. 


Last week the births of 904 boys and 788 girls, in all 1692 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1527. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°772 in. The lowest barometrical reading was 29°24in. on Monday ; 
and the highest 80°389in. on Wednesday. ‘The mean temperature of the week 
was 53°9°, which is 0°9° below the average of the same week in 43 years. The 
highest point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 75° on Saturday ; 
the lowest point was 38°9° on Wednesday; the extreme range of temperature in 
the week was therefore 36°1°. The mean daily range was 20°2°. The mean 
temperature of the water of the Thames was 57°7°. The mean dew point tempe- 
rature was 46°3°, and the difference between this and the mean air temperature 
was 7°6°. The mean degree of humidity was 78, complete saturation being 
represented by 100. The wind blew generally from the south-west. The amount 
of rain was 0°73 in., most of which fell on Sunday and Monday. Heavy showers 
of hail and rain fell frequently on Sunday; and thunder was heard about noon.

Srranp; St. Mary-le-Strand.—At Covent Garden Theatre, on 22d March, a carpenter, aged 49, 
“injuries by a fall from the roof when at work, in consequence of a slate breaking; instanter.” 
Post mort. (Inquest.) Mr. Lovett, the Registrar, says : “ During the re-building of Covent Garden 
Theatre only two males and one female met with fatal accidents. ‘This appears to me to be a small 
proportion, considering the magnitude of the works, the large number of men employed, and the 
short space of time in which the building was completed.” 

Newinetron; Trintty—At 11 Great Dover-street, on 23d May, the daughter of a shoemaker, 
aged 11 years, “cerebral congestion (4 days), urticaria (3 days), peritonitis (2 days).” 

“Newineron; St. Peter Walworth.—At 19 Allen-street, on 26th May, the son of a general labourer, 
aged 2 years, “scarlatina maligna (6 days).” ‘‘ There are three children in the same house suffering 
from the same disease.” | 

In the same sub-district, at 22 Smyrk’s-road, on 14th May, the son of a journeyman carpenter, 
aged 2 years, “scarlatina (10 days).” “ There are four or five children in the same house suffering 
from the same disease.” 

GREENWICH; St. Paul’s Deptford —At 27 Torr’s-terrace, Trundley’s-lane, on 24th May, the son 
of a cooper, aged 18 days, “eczema (acute), convulsions (1 week).”

. Tur preatrss registered in London, which rose in the previous week to 1106, 

declined in the week ending last Saturday, June Sth, to 1087, of which 5383 are 
deaths of males, 554 those of females. Im the ten years 1848-57 the average 
number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 964; but as the 
deaths returned for last week occurred in an increased population, they can only 
be compared with the average, when the latter has been raised in proportion to 
the increase, a correction which will make it 1060. The comparison shows 
that the mortality of last week exceeds that which is obtained by calculation 
from former experience at the beginning of June, but that the excess is not 
considerable. 

Zymotic diseases increased last week, as regards the number of fatal cases, 
from 259 to 291 (the corrected average for last week being 261). This increase 
arises from measles, the deaths from which in the last two weeks were respectively 
45 and 62; from whooping-cough which was fatal in 61 and 69 cases; from typhus 
which was fatal in 32 and 48; and from diarrhoea which was. fatal in the two 
weeks in 14 and 18 cases. Six children died from measles in the sub-district of 
Greenwich West. An old man died on the 2d instant from cholera, after 6 days’ 
illness, in Smith-square, Westminster. Twelve women died from diseases inci- 
dental to childbearing ; 20 children died from apap been born prematurely ; 
_ 16, of whom 9 were a year old, died from teething ; 44 4 from convulsions. Twenty 
violent deaths were registered, 16 of which were accidental, and 4 by suicide (all 
of these last by hanging). A woman, aged 90 years, and five men, aged 90 years 
and upwards, were returned, the two oldest having been respectively 97 and 103 
years. The centenarian had been formerly a serjeant in the foot guards, and 
had served in the Walcheren expedition and Peninsular campaigns, and was pen- 
sioned previously to the battle of Waterloo. He possessed remarkable physical 
strength, and retained his mental faculties to the last. Latterly he followed the 
occupation of a tailor; and he died on the 25th ult. at Bridgefield-place, Wands- — 
worth. His medical attendant, who supplies most of the above particulars, has 
seen the certificate of his birth now in the possession of his daughter, which runs 
thus :—“ John Ewing, born 16th October 1754, at Carron-shore, parish of Larbert, 
shire of Stirling. Extracted from the Record: John Bunce, clerk.” 


Last week the births of 765 boys and 780 girls, in all 1545 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1465. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°894in. The lowest barometrical reading was 29°64 in. on Thursday ; 
the highest was 30°01 in., and occurred on the following day. ‘The mean tempe- 
rature of the week was 66°2°, which exceeds by nearly 10° the average of the 
same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). On Monday and the 
three following days the mean daily temperature was from 11° to 14° in excess of 
the average. On Tuesday the thermometer attained its highes¢ point in the shade, 
which was 85°, and also its highesé in the sun, which was 119°5°. The lowest 
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temperature occurred on Sunday the 30th ult., and was 50°1°. The entire range 
in the week in the shade was therefore 34°9°. The mean daily range was 24°7°. 
The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 62°1°. The difference 
between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 10°7°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 68, complete saturation being represented 
by 100; on Monday the humidity was only 58. ain to the amount of 1-16 in. 
fell on Saturday. A severe thunderstorm with vivid lightning occurred between 
6 and 8 o'clock on the morning of Saturday. An oak in Greenwich-park was 
struck by the lightning, and stripped of a portion of its bark. Main fell to the 
depth of an inch in less than an hour. Hail also fell during the storm. 


Kensineron ; St. John Paddington.—On 29th May, the daughter of a merchant, aged 4 years, 
“diphtheria (10 days).” The medical attendant writes that “the albuminous secretion filled up the 
glottis. The trachea was opened with perfect success (the embarrassed respiration which threatened 
suffocation being entirely relieved), and remained round until a short period of her death, which was 
sudden, and seemed to be the result of some of the large vessels becoming obstructed by coagula. 
There were several patches of purpura over the surface of the chest and limbs.” Post mort. 
exanination not allowed. 

Kernsineron ; Brompton. At 10 South-street, on 2d June, the widow of a house steward, aged 
70.years; “* apoplexy caused by exposure to intense heat of sun (4 hours) ”

74 years, “ cholera (6 days).”

THE POPULATION of London now appears to be in a very healthy condition. In 
a metropolis which in a few years more will be able to count its third million of 
inhabitants, the deaths in. a week do not often fall below a thousand ; for a re- 
duction of the weekly deaths below this point occurred only nine times in 1857, 
though the total mortality of that year was less than the average. At this scason 
of the year the mortality has been observed to be least, and last week, ending 
June 12th, the deaths, which had been about 1100, fell to 963. In the ten years 
1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week 
was 982, but as the present return is for a population which has annually 
increased, for the purpose of comparison the average should be raised in pro- 
portion to this increase, and it will then appear that the deaths of last week 
were less by 117 than would have occurred under the average rate of mortality 
for the early part of June. ; 

THe BirTHS of last week exceeded the deaths in the same period by 663. 

The deaths of children from measles declined in the last two weeks from 62 to 
56; those from whooping-cough from 69 to 58; while deaths of persons at all 
ages from typhus and common fever decreased from 43 to 21; and fatal cases of 


zymotic diseases in the aggregate from 291 to 253. Eighteen peysons died of 


diarrhea last week, which is just the average for this season ; and # of cholera. 


~ With one exception, the cases of cholera occurred to children not above 7 years of 


age, and are described as ‘English cholera.” Of 14 deaths that occurred in the 
sub-district of Somers Town, 5 were from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 
and one from measles,—that is 9 from diseases of the zymotic character. In the 
sub-district of All Souls, Marylebone, 8 children died of measles, one of whooping- 
cough, one of diarrhcea, one of influenza, one of diphtheria, one of inflammation 
of the throat, one of remittent fever, and one of croup; the registrar states that 
measles and inflammation of the throat are very prevalent in his locality. It is 
stated that frequent cases of fever have occurred in Highbury-vale, and that they 


are supposed to owe their origin to a large open sewer which runs near the 


dwellings, and to which public attention has been repeatedly called, but hitherto 
without effect. The nuisance is not to be abated till it can be included in the 
general drainage of the north of London. 

The two oldest persons who died in the week were women, aged respectively 
94 and 95 years. 


Last week the births of 854 boys and 772 girls, in all 1626 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1507. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°846in. The highest barometrical reading was 30°O4in. on Sunday 
(the 6th), which decreased to 29°71lin. on Tuesday. The mean temperature of 
the week was 63°8°, which is 6°2° above the average of the same week in 
43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). Wednesday was the warmest day, 
and on it the thermometer in the sun rose to 105°7°, and that in the shade to 
82°9°; the lowest point was 55°6°, and the mean temperature 68°5°, which is 11° 
above the average. The lowest temperature of the week was 49°1° on Tuesday, 
and 1 entire range was therefore 33°8°. The mean daily range was 24°5°. The

difference between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 8° 1°. 
The mean degree of humidity of the air was 74, complete saturation being 100. 
The mean degree of temperature of the water of the Thames was 65°8". The 
direction of the wind, which was north-east on the first two days, was afterwards 
generally south-west. No rain fell, except a few drops, on the evening of 
Tuesday, when there was a thunder-storm of short duration.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
June 21st, 1858. 


THE DEATHS in London, which in the previous week had fallen so low as 963, rose in the week 
ending Saturday, June 19th,to 1160. Inthe ten years 1848-57 the average number of.deaths in 
the weeks corresponding with last week was 958; but as the present return is for a population 
which has annually increased, it can only be compared with the average when the latter has been 
raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will make it 1053. The result of the 
comparison is that the deaths of last week exceeded by about a hundred the number which the 
average rate of mortality for the middle of June would have produced. 

Taking the results of the last two weeks, it appears that deaths from zymotic diseases rose 
from 253 to 286; those from “local diseases” from 323 to 422; the “ developmental” from 
127 to 142; violent deaths from 23 to 70; while deaths from “constitutional diseases” (com- 
prising phthisis, scrofula, hydrocephalus, dropsy, cancer, &c.) exhibited in the two weeks the same 
“number, viz., 227. The increase under violence is due to casual irregularity in the registration’ 
of deaths of this description; the increase in the zymotic class of diseases, and probably to some 
extent under other heads, is the effect of the late extreme heat of the weather. Measles, scar- 
latina, whooping-cough showed but slight change, while typhus (including common fever) rose 
from 21 to 41, and diarrhea from 18 to 31. Diarrhea, however, exceeds the corrected average 
only in a triflmg degree. Two young children died of cholera. Deaths from disease of the 
heart increased from 31 to 49; those from pneumonia from 39 to 51; disease of the liver from 
11 to 21; those of the kidneys from 8 to 24. Five deaths from scarlatina occurred in the sub- 

district of St. Peter, Walworth; 4 in that of Lambeth Church (2d part). Of four nonagenarians 
who died in the week, the oldest was a man, aged 98 years. 


Last week. the births of 729 boys and 752 girls, in all 1481 children, were registered in London. 
In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the average number was 1448.

All the samples were taken from the mains, with the exception of the Lambeth specimen, which 
was procured from a service pipe at Champion-hill. The present table, when compared with that 
for the preceding month, exhibits a greater equality in the composition of the waters generally, in 
consequence of the absence of rain which has a tendency to augment. the impurity. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 
29°803in. The highest barometrical reading was 29°99 in. on Saturday. The mean temperature 
of the week was 67°7°, which is 85° above the average of the same week in 43 years (as deter- 
mined by Mr. Glaisher). On Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday the mean daily temperature was 
from 13° to 17° in excess of the average. On Wednesday, which was the hottest day, the 
thermometer in the shade rose to 94°5°; the lowest point was 61°5°, The lowest temperature 
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in the week was 48°5° on Saturday, and the extreme range was therefore 46°. The mean daily 
range was 27°1°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
10°1°; the mean degree of humidity of the air was 69; on Wednesday it was only 56, complete 
saturation being represented by 100, On that day the wind was in the east; during the rest of the 
week it was in the south-west. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 69°6°, 
or about 2° higher than that of the air, and so far favourable to evaporation. Some rain fell 
on the afternoon of Friday. 


The medical officer of the Dreadnought Hospital Ship appends the following note to his report :— 


The water of the ‘Thames stinks most abominably, J cannot but think that the foul air hasa 
deleterious effect generally on the health of the patients of this Hospital, and I know that it has had 
something to do with the induction of fever in two instances on the orlop deck, the ports of which 
are only a few feet from the surface of the water. Several men on board, myself among the number, 
have suffered slightly from diarrhea. 


Some particulars relating to the very high temperature of Wednesday, June 16th, 1858, are com- 
municated to the Registrar General by the Astronomer Royal :— 


Early in the morning the temperature of the air in the shade was 61°5°, this increased to 82°7° by 
9h. a.m., to 87°5° by 40h. A.M., to 89°0° by 11h. a.m., to 90°0° by noon, to 91°6° by O0h:45m., p.m, 
and to 94°5° by Lh. p.m. ; decreased to 93°3° by th. 20m, P. M., to 91°8° by 2h. P.M, to 90°4° by 
3h. P.M., to 72°2° by gh. P. M., and to 62°0° during the night. 

The mean temperature of the day was 76°9°, exceeding the average for the day by 17°6°, being a 
greater departure from the average than Mr. Glaisher has ever experienced. 

In the year 1818 the mean temperature of June 13th was 76°1, and there is no instance since of 
so high a mean temperature in the month of June. 

In the year 1818 on July 24th the mean temperature of the day was 79°2°, in 1825 on July 15, 
18, and 19, the mean temperatures were 79°1°, 78°2°, and 78°6° respectively, and in 1830, on 
J uly 30th, ‘it was 76°8°, and this is the most recent instance of a mean daily temperature exceeding 
76° till that of last Wednesday, June 16th. 

In these several instances of high mean temperature the nights were very warm, having all been of 
a temperature much higher than that of June 16th, but it is believed that.there is no instance of so 
high a maximum as 94°5° before last week. In 1846, on July 5th, the temperature rose to 93°, and 
on June 28th, 1857, it was as high as 92°7°. 

The reading of the thermometer, whose indications are usually referred to as the highest in the 
sun, at 9h, A.M. was 106°8°, at noon was 115°5°, and at lh. p.m. was 117°7. The reading of a 
blackened bulb thermometer with its bulb in a glass globe, placed beside the ordinary sun ther- 
mometer, at 9h. a.m. read 127°2°, at 10h. a.m. 133°0°, at noon 135°7°, at 1h. P.M. 136°0°, and at 
3h. P.M. 133°0°. 

A. similar thermometer to the last, and placed on grass, read at 9h. A.M. 134°7°, at 10h. A.M. 144°, 
at 11h, A.M. 144°, at noon 144°6°, at lh. p.m. 145°0°, at 3h. p.m, 143°. 

The lowest reading on grass early in the morning was 47°8°; the highest temperature of the air as 
recorded at Lewisham was 94°.

TRE DEATHS in London im the week ending Saturday, June 26th, were 1092.. In the ten years 
1848-57 the average number of deaths was 984; but as the deaths of last week occurred in an 
increased population, the average should be raised in proportion to the increase, when the com- 
parison will show that the mortality of last: week approximated very closely to the calculated 
amount. 

Diarrhcea was fatal last week in 54 cases, which is double the average for corresponding weeks ; 
its recent increase is evident, the numbers of the two previous weeks having been 18 and 31. 
There were also 8 deaths from cholera or “ choleraic diarrhea.” 


In the above statement the mortality of the population of London in the last week is compared 
with its own average mortality in previous weeks; and it shows whether the mortality is higher or 
lower than it is usually in London. 

The method does not show whether the average mortality of London is relatively higher or lower 
than it should be; and if it were employed in the most unhealthy city in Europe, the mortality 
would appear to be often below as well as above the average. 

An absolute standard is required, applicable, like other measures, under all circumstances. Man was 
made to live a definite time, and to experience an average rate of mortality. But the natural life- » 
time has not been revealed to us, and the circumstances of no city are such as to give us an oppor- 
tunity of determining the average mortality of a people living under the most favourable circumstances. 
We cannot, like the ancient writers, refer to a model republic: we cannot point to a single town 
in England on the slope of some Be her hills, looking southward over fertile fields or distant 
seas ; bathed ina pure atmosphere ; ; supplied with “a river df water of life, clear as crystal ;” with . 
no impurities resting in its houses or streets for a single day ; occupied by a people fed on fruits, 
grain, meat from healthy places, and leading an active, good, intellectual life. No such city has 
ever even been projected, and is certainly not shadowed out by the watering-places of our own 
and still less of other countries. 

Hence, the only standard to which we can resort is derived from the least unhealthy districts of 
England. ‘The mean lifetime of the people in those districts is 49 years; and the mean annual rate 
of mortality would be 20 in 1,000, were it not that the increasing population gives them an undue 
proportion of young and middle-aged people, by which the proportional number of deaths is 
reduced to 17 in 1,000. 

To apply the standard to London. The population consists now of about 2,721,000> persons; 
they are of all ages; but, upon comparing them with the comparatively Healthy Districts the 
proportion of young children under five years of age is the same; before the age of 15 is attained 
the London children are greatly reduced in number by untimely deaths ; at 15 to 25 immigrants 
restore the lost numbers, and from the same source the men and women of the ages from 25 to 45 
grow into a great excess ; at the ages 45 to 55 the proportions are the same; after the age of 
55 the excessive mortality in London speedily reduces the numbers: the old people, who naturally 
experience everywhere a high rate of mortality, are not in due proportion in the population of 
London. By applying the ascertained rates of mortality in the sixty-three comparatively Healthy 
Districts it is found that the annual deaths—if the chances of life were the same in London—would 
be 41,668 on the above population, or at the rate of 15°32 in 1,000 annually. 

The weekly deaths in London on the above population in such a state of health as is actually 
experienced in those districts would be 799 on an average. 

The actual rate of mortality in London during the last ten years exceeded 24 (it was exactly 
24°46) in 1,000, which implies 1,275 weekly deaths, or 476 above the healthy average. 

In the last week 1092 persons died in London, or 293 persons in excess of the healthy average. 
That 293 persons died unnatural deaths during the week is the finding of this great inquest. 

What were the causes of these unnatural deaths ? The people of London live as well as the people 
of the sixty-three districts; and they now suffer nothing from cold. Many drink spirits to excess. 
Too many sleep in the same rooms; and as in our barracks this destroys large numbers. Crowding 
in ball-rooms, in theatres, in churches and chapels to hear popular preachers, where no adequate venti- 
lation is carried on, propagates zymotic diseases. Impure water is the cause of several deaths ; 
but the companies have of late years supplied water infinitely superior in quality to the water which 
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they drew previously from the parts of the Thames, now admitted by everybody, even their retained 
chemists, to be offensive. The impurity of the air was unquestionably the cause of a large number 
of the 293 deaths. This impurity is most noxious in the houses where the people sleep. 
The cesspools are still numerous ; half a million waterclosets and sinks discharge large quantities 
of impure air into the 353,326 inhabited houses. This incommodity is lessened in London by the 
system of drains, which however are badly constructed, and emit their volatile impurities under the 
faces of the people. The drains again pour their contents into the Thames; from which in its 
course through London in ordinary times more than four million gallons of water are evaporated 
daily, carrying with the vapor, and diffusing all over the town, impurities which are breathed by 
the whole population. 

The mortality of London has been already reduced by the purification of the water ; cholera 
will be less fatal than it has been; and if the air the people breathe be cleansed the happy results 
will soon appear, and the registers will less frequently record the untimely deaths of husbands, wives, 
children, and “ youths intombed before their fathers’ eyes.” 


The deaths of two centenarians were registered in the week. ‘Three children in a family in 
Gloucester-terrace, Belgrave sub-district, died within three days of typhoid diphtheria, all after 
six days’ illness. 


Last week the births of 823 boys and 839 girls, in all 1662 children, were registered in London. 
In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the average number was 1525. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 
30°091in. ‘The highest reading was 30°21 in., and occurred on Wednesday. ‘The mean tempera- 
ture of the week was 64°5°, which is 4°3° above the average of the same week in 43 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The thermometers in the sun and the shade attained their highest 
points on Tuesday, which were 112°4° and 86° respectively. The lowest temperature was 48°9° 
on Friday. The mean daily range was 27°2. ‘The difference between the mean dew-point 
temperature and air temperature, showing the dryness of the air, was so much as 11°5° The 
mean degree of humidity was only 65. The mean temperature of the water of the ‘Thames was 
69°7°, ‘The rain measured was only 0°06 in. : 


WHITECHAPEL ; Aldgate At 5 Farthing-alley, on 20th June, a waterman, aged 59 years, 
‘‘ natural death from Asiatic cholera.” (Jnquest.) 

WHITECHAPEL ; Church.—At 1 Brownson’s-court, on 23d June, a-gentleman, aged 108 years, 
‘‘ diarrhoea, senectus.” The registrar says : ‘‘‘The medical certificate states the age at 108 years. Iam 

_hardly able to say whether that was his exact age. I have seen the relatives, and there appears a 
little confusion about dates; some say he is alittle older, and others that he is not so old, but allagree 
that he is several years beyond his hundredth. From what I can gather, he has retained his 
faculties to the last, has been through life a most temperate and abstemious man, and possessed in an 
extraordinary degree a cheerful flow of spirits.” 

Lewisuam ; Lee-—At Millward-cottage, Blackheath, on 17th June, the widow of a livery stable 
keeper, aged 101 years, “old age, congestion of the lungs (a few days).” The registrar writes : 
‘¢ This old lady retained all her faculties to the last. A few days before her death she walked on 
Blackheath. When she attained her ‘hundredth year she led off a country dance at the Literary 
Institution to commemorate the event.”

THE DEATHS registered in London, which had been 1092 in the previous week, 
were 1241 in the week ending Saturday, July 8d. In the ten years 1848-57 the 
average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1111; 
but as the deaths of last week occurred in an increased population, they should 
be compared with the average after the latter is raised in proportion to the 
increase, a correction which will make it 1222. The comparison shows that the 
mortality as returned for last week is rather in excess of the average as calculated 
for the end of June. 

The deaths in London during the week would have amounted at the healthy 
rate to 799 ; the deaths in excess of this number are 442. The violent deaths 
produced by evident mechanical, chemical, and physical causes are 108 ; they are 
registered in more than their due weekly proportion, as is usual at the end of the 
quarter, and they constitute part of the excess ; but a large majority of the 442 
deaths are wnnatural, and caused by impure air and other imperfect sanitary 
conditions. _ The cesspools, sewers, and gullyholes, the dirt in the streets, and the 
dirt in the Thames, are the chief sources of the poison in the atmosphere, which 
might be maintained comparatively pure by arrangements adequate to the occasion. 

The progress of diarrhcea is seen in the deaths from this disease during the last 
four weeks; they were successively 18, 31, 54, and (last week) 94. This last 
number has not been attained in previous years so early in the season, for the 
average of corresponding weeks is 84. The present return contains also 11 deaths 
from cholera, only 4 of which occurred amongst adults. One of these cases is 
returned as “cholera gravior,” and occurred in the Christchurch sub-district of 
Marylebone ; another as Asiatic cholera in Holloway. Scarlatina, including 
diphtheria and “malignant sore throat,” was fatal in 61 cases, all except 4 
amongst children. ‘The disease has attacked with great severity the family of an 
unbeneficed clergyman in Gloucester-terrace, Pimlico, whose wife and four children 
have fallen under its violence. The deaths of three of the children were recorded 
in the previous week. 

The following note is from Mr. Croft, assistant surgeon of the Dreadnought 
Hospital ship :—“ The two cases of fever reported by me on the 19th as having 
“ occurred on board rapidly recovered, and no fresh case has arisen. ‘The health 
of the patients generally is very satisfactory. However I learn from residents 
on board, and others passing a large portion of each day on the water, that they 
‘ are affected at times with nausea, loss of appetite, and inclination to diarrheea, 
though none of them have been so severely affected as to require medical aid.” 
Since the 15th ult. four persons have died in London from sunstroke. 

The deaths of two men, aged respectively 94 and 96 years, and of two women, 
aged 95 and 96, were registered last week. 

Last week the births of 828 boys and 775 girls, in all 1603 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1605. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°954in. The barometrical readings rose from 29°85in. at the 
beginning of the week to 30°07 in. at the end of it. ‘The mean temperature of the 
week was 58°6°, which is 2°S8° below the average of the same week in 48 years 
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(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the 
average on every day except Wednesday, and on the last two days it was 6° below 
the average. The /Aighest points in the sun and the shade were attained on 
Wednesday, the former 104°5°, the latter 79°; the lowest point 45°3° on Monday. 
The range of temperature in the shade was therefore 33°7°. The mean daily 
range was 21°5°. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 66°6°, 
which exceeds the mean temperature of the air by so much as 8°. The difference 
between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was also great, 
viz. 13°5°; it shows the dryness of the air. The mean degree of humidity of 
the air was 62; on Monday the humidity was only 54, complete saturation being 
represented by 100. On five days the wind was generally in the north-west; on 
the last two it blew from the north. No rain was measured by the gauge, though 
a few drops fell on Friday and Saturday. :

Istineron ; Hast.—At 15 Ingram-place, Holloway, on 27th June, railway labourer, aged 
28 years, “ cholera Asiatic (14 hours).” 

Srranp; Sé. Anne, Soho.—At 7 St. Anne’s-court, on 24th June, the daughter of a seaman, aged 
7 months, “ choleraic diarrhoea (16 hours).” 

Srranp; St. Clement Danes.—At 6 Church Passage, Liberty of the Rolls, on 30th June, widow 
of a coach trimmer, aged 71 years, “ choleraic diarrhea (7 days).” 

CLERKENWELL; Pentonville-—At 29 Hermes-street, on 30th June, the son of a railway porter, 
aged 6 months, “‘ cholera infantum (8 days).” 

Mite Enp Otp Town; Western—At 81 Greenfield-street, on 29th June, the daughter of a 
journeyman circular sawyer, aged 13 weeks, “cholera Anglica (18 hours).” 

St. Saviour; Sé. Suviour.— At 4 White Hind- -alley, on 30th June, the son of a labourer at gas 
works, aged 16 months, ‘cerebral effusion, convulsions (12 hours), after English cholera.” 

KENSINGTON ; Dt. Mary Paddington —At 19 Westbury-road, on 26th June, a mercantile clerk, 
aged 28 years, “coup de soleil (13 days), effusion of brain (7 days).”

IN THE WEEK ending Saturday, July 10th, the deaths registered in London were 1191. In the 
ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 977 ; 
but as the present return is for a population which has annually increased, it can only be compared 
with the average when the latter has been raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which 
will make it 1074. The comparison shows that the mortality of last week was much higher than 
the average mortality in the beginning of July, for the actual result exceeded the estimated number 
by 117 deaths. 

If the rate of mortality in London, with its population of 2,721,000 persons, were the same as 
that which is ascertained to rule in the healthiest districts of England, the deaths in the week would 
have been 799. The excess, which is the result of what may be termed the unhealthy rate, is equal 
to 392 ; and to reduce, if it be impossible to extinguish, this excess, is the problem of sanitary 
science. 

The deaths from measles last week were numerous; they rose from 54 to 71. Diarrhoea continues 
to make progress, the weekly deaths from it, since it began to increase, having been 31, 54, 94, and 

-129. Of these 129 deaths, ail except 10 oecurred amongst children, most of whom were infants. 
It may be added that 9 deaths from this complaint occurred in the sub-district of St. John, West- 
minster. Thirteen deaths were also caused by the cholera, which is usual in summer. ‘Three of 
these cases occurred to adu'ts, and are returned as follows :—A widow, aged 45 years, on 6th July, 
at 25 New-street, St. Martin’s-lane, cholera (after 32 hours’ illness). A widow, aged 85 years, on 
2d July, at 5 Berkley-street, Clerkenwell, senectus, cholera (5 days). A widow, aged 61 years, on 
6th July, at the Workhouse, Mile-end, New Town, English cholera (10 hours). 


Last week the births of 721 boys and 749 girls, in all 1470 children, were registered in London. 
In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the average number was 1414. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 
29°653in, The highest reading was 30°07 in. at the beginning of the week. The mean tempera- 
ture of the week was 55°9°, which is less by 5:7° than the average of the same week in 43 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean temperature was below the average on every day. 
The fighest point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 73° on Sunday the 4th inst.; the 
lowest was 47°3° on Wednesday; the range of the week was therefore 25-7°, The mean daily 
range was 20°4°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature 
was 7°2°, ‘The mean degree of humidity of the air was 79. The mean temperature of the water 
of the Thames was 63° 3°, which is 7°4° above the mean temperature of the air. The wind, which 
had been previously in the south-west, blew generally from a northerly point on the last three 
days. tam fell on every day, and the total amount measured was 1°37in. There was thunder 
on Wednesday and Thursday. 


IN THE THIRTEEN WEEKS ending July 3d the deaths in London were 14,541, of which more 
than half were those of persons under 20 years of age. Arise of nearly 17 degrees, from 38° 
which was the mean temperature of the first or winter quarter of the year, to 54°7°, that of last 
quarter, was accompanied by a decrease of deaths, equal to 2767, or an average of 213 weekly. 
The heat of last quarter was unusual; the mean temperature was higher by 2°7° than the average 
of nine previous spring quarters, and in none of these was it so high as that which has been now 
attained. ‘The meteorological conditions of the season have not hitherto been unusually unfavourable 
to health, and the mortality has been below the London average, notwithstanding the prevalence 
of measles and whooping-cough, which were very fatal, and also of scarlatina and diarrhea, the 
latter of which has been excited to premature activity. If the deaths in the quarter had been at 
the rate derived from the least unhealthy districts in England, they would have been 10,387, or less 
by 4,154 than the number actually registered, .

Tue pears in London in the week ending July 17th were 1173. The 
tendency of the mortality to increase, caused by the heat, appears to have been 
temporarily checked by the fall of the temperature, together with the timely rains. 
The mean temperature of the air was in the four weeks ending June 26th, 66° ; in 
the two subsequent weeks it fell to 57°; and last week it rose again to 66°. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corre- 
sponding with last week was 976; but as the deaths now returned occurred in a 
population which has annually increased, they can only be compared with the 
average after it has been raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which 
will make it 1078. From the comparison it appears that a hundred deaths were 
placed on the registers last week, above the number which would have been regis- 
tered if the mortality had not exceeded the average for the second week of July. 

According to the “healthy rate” of mortality, as obtained from those districts 
in England where men live under the least unfavourable conditions, the deaths 
in London would be 799 ; and the excess over this standard, which is shown by 
the number actually returned, is 874. 

The deaths from the zymotie class of diseases, which were in the previous week 
445, declined last week to 403. Amongst these the disease most fatal at the present 
time is diarrhoea, the deaths from which in the two weeks were 129 and 126; those 
from cholera decreased from 13 to 4; and 8 of these 4 occurred to children, and 
were caused by summer cholera; the fourth case was that of a young woman who 
died at Woolwich after three days’ illness. All of the 126 cases of diarrhoea 
occurred amongst infants, with the exception of nine. This complaint was pre- 
valent, apparently, in two of the North Districts, Marylebone and St. Pancras, 
especially the former. Measles and scarlatina were most fatal in the East Districts 
and in those on the South side of the river. The deaths from scarlatina were 73, 

r double the average number. Three deaths from diphtheria are returned by the 
Registrar of St. George Holborn, who mentions with regard to one case in Lamb’s 
Conduit-street, that it is the second death in the family from diphtheria within a 
fortnight ; and with regard to another in Old North-street, that three members of 
the family where it oceurred are now suffering from the same complaint. 

Four widows died last week at the following advanced ages: 90, 94, 95, and 
96 years. 


Last week the births of 788 boys and 796 girls, in all 1584 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57. thew 
average number was 1408.

The numerical amounts of impurity denote the quantity of foreign matter in 
each gallon of water in degrees or grains. The Thames waters containing the 
greatest amount of impurity were taken at the beginning of the month after a fall 
of rain, while those exhibiting the smaller quantities of foreign matter in solution 
were procured towards the end of the month after a protracted period of dry 
weather. The analyses were made by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., of 
St. Thomas’s Hospital. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°834in. The highest barometrical reading was 29°97 in. on Monday. 
The mean temperature of the week was 66°4°, which is 4°7° above that of the 
same week on an average of 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The 
mean daily temperature was above the average throughout the week, and on 
Thursday the excess was equal to 11°8°. On that day the highest temperatures. 
in the sun and the shade were obtained, the former having been 111°1°, the 
latter 88°2°. The lowest temperature in ‘the week was 51°5° on Monday ; and 
the whole range of the week was therefore 36°7°. The difference between the 
mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 9°4°. The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 72. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames 


was 64°. The wind was generally in the south-west.

Meteorological Observations. 
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In THE LAST WEEKLY Report it was shown that the public health of London 
had undergone some improvement in consequence of the fall of temperature ; and 
it will be seen from the present return that that favourable result was maintained, 
and was more decided, in the week ending last Saturday, July 24th. In the first 
week of the present month the deaths were 1191, in the next 1173, and last week 
they were 11382. ‘The mean weekly temperatures were in the same periods 55°9°, 
66°4°, and 62°9°, which are on the average less by 2°5° than those of the five 
weeks preceding. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corre- 
sponding with last week was 1061; but as the deaths now returned occurred 
in a population which has annually increased, they can only be compared with 
the average after it has been raised in proportion to the increase, a correction 
which will make it 1167. The deaths of last week were, therefore, less by 85 than 
the estimated number. 

The deaths referred to cholera in the third week of July 1849 were 678, in the 
corresponding week of 1854 they were 26, in that of last year 28, and in the week 
ending last Saturday 10. It will be evident that if the average mortality were 


_derived from seasons as free as is the present from epidemic cholera, the present 


state of the public health would not appear relatively so good as might be 


inferred from the above comparison. 


If the deaths of last week had been according to that which may be termed “ the 
healthy rate,” derived from those districts in England where the mortality is least, 
they would have been 799. The excess arising from circumstances that constitute 
the comparative insalubrity of London is 333. 

The mortality from zymotic diseases in the aggregate shows no increase on that 
of the previous week, but rather a slight diminution ; the deaths under this head 
were in the two weeks respectively 403 and 393. The mortality from diarrhea 
has been remarkably constant for three weeks, the numbers having been 129, 126, 
and 127. This complaint was much more fatal at this period last year, when the 
number in the week rose to 259. Sixteen fatal cases of diarrhcea occurred in 
Marylebone, of which 6 were in the sub-district of Christchurch, and 5 in 
St. John. Of the 10 deaths referred to cholera, only one occurred to an adult, a 
woman in Newnham-street, Marylebone, who is stated to have died of “ Asiatic 
cholera” on the 19th inst. The daughter of a stableman, aged 7 months, in 
May’s-buildings, May-fair, died from the same disease. ‘The death of a woman is 
recorded as having been caused by fever, which was directly attributed to the 
inhaling of the stench of the river during a short excursion between Pimlico and 
London Bridge. 

Of five nonagenarians whose deaths are in the present return, the three oldest 
were a widow, aged 96 years; a widow in High-street, Clapham, 98; and a 
Greenwich pensioner 97 years. 


Last week the births of 804 boys and 851 girls, in all 1655 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 


average number was 1456. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°782in. The highest reading was 30in. and was obtained on 
Monday. The mean temperature of the air in the week was 62°9°, which is 
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1°3° above the mean temperature of the same week on an average of 43 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The thermometer fell to its lowest point on 
Thursday, when it was 49°3°, and it rose to its highest point on the next day when 
it attained 79°2°.. The range of the week was therefore 29°9°; the mean daily 
range was 22°8°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 9°4° ; the mean degree of humidity of the air was 71. The 
mean temperature of the water ofthe Thames was 67°4°, which is nearly 5° 
higber than that of the air. The wind blew generally from the south-west ; on 
Saturday it blew when strongest with a pressure of 4°5 lbs. on the square foot, 
and its horizontal movement on that day was 255 miles. Rain fell to the amount 
of 0:37 in., most of which fell on Saturday.

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
August 2d, 1858. 


THE DEATHS registered in London in the week ending last Saturday, 
July 3lst, are 1161, and exhibit a slight increase on those of the previous 
week, when the number was 1132. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number 
of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1152; but as the 
deaths now returned occurred in a population which has annually increased, 
they can only be compared with the average after it has been raised in pro- 
portion to the increase, a correction which will make it 1267. The comparison 
thus made, shows a reduction of more than a hundred in the deaths of last weck ; 
but it is necessary to remark that cholera was spreading with great violence in the 
last week of July 1849, and with diarrhoea was fatal in 1007 cases ; that the same 
epidemic had commenced at this time in 1854; and therefore the average which 
comprises both periods is too high to be used for comparison in a season which, 
like the present, is comparatively healthy. It will be found that the mortality of 
last week approaches very near an average derived from non-epidemic seasons. 

If the deaths of last week had been according to “the healthy rate” of mortality, 
which is derived from those districts of England where the mortality is least, 
they would have been 799, Therefore the deaths that occur in excess of this 
number may be designated wnanatural; and in the present instance these amount 
to 862, though it is certain that the number thus described is understated, as will 
appear from the fact that the mortality of the selected country districts includes 
many deaths which properly fall under the same denomination. 

The mortality from diarrhea shows an increase; the deaths having risen from 
127 in the previous week to 168 last week. Five occurred in the sub-district of 
St. Mary, Paddington, 5 in Camden Town, 9 in Islington East, 6 in Christchurch 
(Southwark), 5 in Lambeth Church sub-district, second part. Fifteen deaths are 
referred to “cholera,” and 12 of these occurred to children.. In the case of a man 
who died in Black-bull-yard, Gray’s-inn-lane, the disease is returned as “ cholera 
Asiatica.” The fatal cases of scarlatina are still numerous; they rose last week 
to 78. Eive deaths from it occurred in the sub-district of Haggerstone West, 
2 of which were in the Shoreditch Workhouse, and were those of a man and 
woman who were brought on the 23d ult. from 11 Victoria-place, Brunswick-street. 
Two children have recently died from cynanche tonsillaris in the house of a 
labourer in Putney, and three other children in the family have suffered from it. 
Fifty-six children died of measles ; 6 of these in St. Saviour, Southwark. 

The three oldest persons whose deaths are in this return, are a man, aged 94 
years, and two widows who were 95. 


Last week the births of 877 boys and 780 girls, in all 1657 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1459. . 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°787 in. The highest barometrical reading was 30°07 in. on Saturday. 
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242 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 

The mean temperature of the week was 59°6°, which is 2°5° below the average 
of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily 
temperature was below the average on every day, and on Thursday the extent 
of depression was 6°2°. The thermometer fell to its lowest point on Thursday, 
viz. 43°8°, and rose to its highest in the shade on Saturday, which was 78°2°. The 
range of the week was therefore 34°4°; the mean daily range was 24°5°. The 
difference between the mean dew point temperature and air temperature was 
so great as 10°7°. The mean degree of humidity was only 68. The mean 
temperature of the water of the Thames was 65°7°. On Sunday morning the 
wind, which was in the south-west, blew sometimes with a pressure increasing to 
15 Ibs. on the square foot, and the trees in Greenwich park suffered damage to an 
unusual amount.

_‘FWELVE HUNDRED deaths were registered in London in the week ending 
Saturday August 7th. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths 
in corresponding weeks was 1172; but as the deaths now returned occurred 
in a population which has annually increased, they can only be compared with 
the average after the latter is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction 
which will make it 1289. I¢ is necessary, however, to remark that the series of 
weeks from which the average is drawn, comprises “two weeks, viz. one in 1849, 
another in 1854, when cholera was epidemic and caused excessive mortality ; and 
if the comparison is made only with seasons not so distinguished, it will appear 
that the mortality of last week was not low; but rather exceeded the average. 

- ‘Fhe “healthy rate” of mortality as it is derived from those districts of England 
where the mortality is lowest, though not so low as when sanitary principles are 
better understood and applied itgwill become, would have produced 799 deaths in 
the week in a population equal to that which exists in London. The present. 

return, therefore, shows an excess of about 400, constituting what may be called 
the unnatural part of the mortality. 
_ It is satisfactory to observe, that the deaths from diarrheea which had risen 
from 127 to 168 in the last week of July, declined again last week to 130. The 
corrected average for ten corresponding weeks is 172; and in the first week of 

August last year the number from this complaint rose to 258. Fifteen deaths 
were reported in the previous return from cholera: the number now returned is 
only 5, two of which are those of adults, a brewer who died from “ English 
cholera ” in Bermondsey, and a labourer in Woolwich Arsenal, who died of 
cholera after a few hours’ illness. Scarlatina appears to be increasing ; the deaths 
from it in the last three weeks were 58, 78, and 86. Mr. Simpson, the Registrar 
of St. Giles, North, registered 5 deaths Sma scearlatina last week ; he states that 
it is much on the increase in his sub-district, and mentions a house 25 High- 
street, where three fatal cases of the disease have occurred within a week. 

Six nonagenarians died in the week; the two oldest were a woman, aged 95 
years, who died in the Workhouse, Lambeth, and a widow, aged 99, me, had. 
lived in Charlotte-street, Tottenham-court- road. 


Last week the births of 795 boys and 758 girls, in all 1553 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 845-57 the 
average number was 1506. 


ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATERS. 


The waters supplied by the metropolitan companies have been examined during 
the month of July by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., of St. Thomas’s 
Hospital, who has found their composition as stated in the subjoined table. For 
the sake of comparison the composition of some other waters supplied to provincial 
_ towns is added. The water of Loch Katrine is in process of being introduced to 
the city of Glasgow ; the water from the river Dee supplies the inhabitants of 
Aberdeen ; the source of the water employed at Stirling is the adjoining hills, 
the supply being brought in by the town on the security of the water rates. The 
embuety, is indicated in degrees or grains per gallon.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°952in. The mean daily reading was above 30in. on three days. 
The instrument rose to 80°26 in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the week 
was 62°4°, which is 0°2° above the average of the same week in 43 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The thermometer in the shade rose to 80°9° on 
Tuesday, the highest point in the week ; it fell on Monday to 45°'1°. The range 
of the week was therefore 35°8°; the mean daily range was 27°2°. The 
thermometer in the sun on Thursday stood at 104°7°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 12°4°; the mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 64, complete saturation being represented by 100. 

' The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 66°. The wind blew 
generally from the south-west. The weather was fine, and the whole amount of 
rain measured was only 0°04 in.

Dr. Richardson, 
the medical attendant, adds :—“In this case there was no cramp nor vomiting, and the serous 
discharge ceased three hours before death, which was the time he was visited by me, and he was then 
dying.” :

35 years, “exhaustion from excessive heat of the weather, sunstroke (Inquest. Post mort.)” ae

46 years, “small-pox (11 days).” The registrar writes :—“The disease is supposed to have been 
caught at Deal from one of the crew or passengers of a foreign vessel lying there, in which an.

In the week that ended on Saturday (August 14th) the number of deaths re- 
gistered in London was 1147, and exhibit a decrease on those returned for the 
two previous weeks. In the ten years 1848-57 the corrected average number of 
deaths, allowing for increase of population, in the weeks corresponding with last 
week was 1355; the number now returned is therefore less by 208 than the 
average rate of mortality would have produced. 

Eight deaths are returned as occasioned from “ English cholera,” infantile 
cholera, and choleraic diarrhcea ; of this number 7 were assigned to infants under 
one year of age; the other a coachman, aged 40 years, English cholera (14 days). 

Diarrhea appears to decline, for whereas during the month of July the weekly 
number of deaths from that disease rose by degrees from 94 to 168, it fell last 
week to 121, and was fatal to 105 children under the age of 2 years. The deaths 

referred to measles were 25, scarlatina 85, whooping-cough 38, and to typhus @. _ 
Scarlatina and diphtheria prevail to a considerable extent, at double the average ~ 
rate of mortality, and affect more particularly the east and south districts. 

The deaths of six nonagenarians are returned, namely of 2 men and 4 women. 
T'wo were respectively 97 and 98 years of age. 


Last week the births of 787 boys and 709 girls, in all 1496 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1484. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°921in., it increased from 30°25 in. at the beginning of the week to 
30°26in. by 9h. 30m. a.m. on the 8th; decreased with slight exceptions to 
29°72in. by 3h. p.m. on the 14th, and then turned to increase slowly. The mean 
temperature of the week was 65°4°, which is 3°7° above the average of the same 
week in 43 years, but corresponds very nearly with the temperature in the same 
week of last year. The highest point of the thermometer in the shade was 86°9° 
on Thursday ; the lowest 46°5° on Sunday; the extreme range was therefore 40°4°. 
The highest point in the sun was 108°5° on Thursday, the lowest on the grass was 
35°0° on Friday ; to these extreme differences vegetation was exposed. The mean 
temperature of the Thames was 66°4°. The water on an average was 1° warmer 
than the air. The mean dew point temperature was 56°3°, and corresponds with 
the same week of last year. The mean degree of humidity wanted 27 of saturation, 
complete saturation being represented by 100; the previous week was drier, 
wanting 86 of saturation, with the air rather cooler. Excepting some rain on 
Tuesday morning the weather was fine up to Saturday, which was cloudy 
throughout the day. Rain fell occasionally after noon. A great and unusual 
darkness was prevalent a little before 4h. p.m., during which the direction of the 
wind changed from E. by N. to W. by N. Shortly afterwards rain fell heavily to 
the depth of 0°5in. within 40 minutes. Several flashes of lightning were seen 
and thunder was frequently heard.

Istinaton ; East,—At 13 Pierrepoint-row, on 8th August, the daughter of a greengrocer, aged 
4 years, “ diptheria (1 week), enlarged tonsils.” The registrar adds :—* This is the third death in 
8 days. ‘There is something defective in this passage.” 

In same sub-district—At 5 Albany-villas, Queen’s-road, on 10th August, the son of an engraver, 
aged 2 years, “ diptheria (6 days.)” “The registrar adds :—This house is unfit for habitation. The 
drains are stzl defective.’. 

In same sub-district.—At 14 Sidney-grove, on 8th August, the daughter of a costermonger, 
aged 10 months, “stomatitis and diarrhoea (14 days).” The Registrar adds :—* There is a privy 
to this house in a disgraceful state, well calculated to produce illness.” 

In same sub-district.—At 1 Church-row, on 9th August, the son of a watchmaker, aged 8 years, 
“ dysentery (1 week), apthe, resembling diptheria.” : 

In same sub-district-—At 10 Harrington-grove, Tollington-park, on 8th August, the son of a 
carpenter, aged 1 year, “pertussis (3 weeks, pneumonia (8 days.)” The registrar adds :—“ The

Tue returns of the metropolitan Registrars are still of a satisfactory character. 
In the week that ended last Saturday (August 21st) the deaths registered were 
1112, of which 569 were those of males, and 543 those of females. In the 
corresponding weeks of 1849 and 1854, when so many lives were destroyed. by 
cholera and diarrhea, the deaths rose to 2230 in the former year, and to 1833 in’ 
the latter. In the corresponding weeks of the 10 years 1848-57 the average 
mortality was 1259. The deaths of last week occurred in an increased population ; 
and the present rate of mortality is therefore comparatively low, being 273 
below the corrected average deaths in London. Of the 1112 persons who died, 
614 were under 20 years of age ; 186 were 20 and under 40 ; 148 were 40 to 603 
161 were 60 to 80 ; and 40 were 80 years of age and upwards. 

The births registered exceeded the deaths by 446. 

The zymotic class of diseases caused 379 deaths, or about one third be the 
total mortality, including 22 by measles, 105 by scarlatina, 28 by whooping-cough, 
43 by typhus and other continued fevers, 113 by diarrhoea, 10 by cholera, &c. 
To the constitutional class of diseases 215 deaths were registered ; of this number 
_ phthisis or consumption was fatal to 116, 96 of whom were between the ages of 
20 and 60. : 

In the local class of diseases 294 deaths occurred ; in the developmental class 
of diseases 145 deaths; in violent causes 54; and in 15 deaths the cause was not 
specified: or ill-defined. 

Scarlatina (diphtheria) is much above the average. ‘The deaths during this last 
six weeks were 73, 58, 78, 86, 85, and 105 respectively; last week, with the excep- 
tion of 7 persons, ‘all the deaths from this disease occurred among children under 
10 years of age. At 25 High-street, St. Giles, the two children of a printer, aged 
1 and 2 years, died of scarlatina maligna. Mr. Faulkner, the medical attendant, 
describes this house as inhabited by 33 or 34 persons, 18 of whom are children all 
more or less bearing traces of illness in their features. For the last two years 
there has been no stink trap in the sink in the basement floor, the tenants of this 
house have been inhaling the poisonous gases evolved from the sewers, and four 
persons have died within the last 3 weeks. 

At 9 Kenning’s-buildings, Rotherhithe, the son of a labourer, aged 2 years, 
died from cholera (12 hours). Mr. Bayley, the Registrar, adds :—‘ Complaint was 
made of an obnoxious smell arising from a gully in front of this house, and several 
persons in its vicinity have been attacked with illness.” 

Three persons whose deaths were registered attained the advanced age of 90 
years and upwards. 


Last week the births of 812 boys and 746 girls, in all 1558 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1518. 


At the Royal Observ atory, Greenwich, the mean readings of the barometer in 
the week was 29°689in. The daily mean temperature was 63°8° or 2°2° above 
the average, but ranged spore 83:0" to 47°8°. On Saturday the thermometer 
on the grass indicated 82°2°; the highest reading in the sun was 104°6° on 
Thursday. The mean dew- rand was 53°6°, and the difference between that and 
the air 9:7°. The wind veered about and changed from south-west to north- 
west. ‘The sky for the most part was cloudy throughout the week. Rain fell on 
ewanley, i ake Thursday; and on Saturday, rain fell generally till evening.

THE DEATHS registered in London, which in the first week of August rose 
to 1200, have continuously decreased to 1147, to 1112, and last week, ending 
Saturday, August 28th, to 1108. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number 
of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1261 ; for comparison, 
this average, if raised in proportion to increase of population, would become 1387, 
and omitting from the comparison the epidemic years of 1849 and 1864, it will 
present the state of the public health in a still more favourable light. ‘The deaths 
last week were considerably below the number that would have occurred if the 
average rate of mortality had prevailed. 

The mortality from diseases of the zymotic order was last week 419; in the 
previous week the number was 379. Small-pox was fatal in 6 cases. Measles, 
which was the cause of 22 deaths in the former week, last week caused 36. Scar- 
latina in the previous six weeks averaged 81 deaths weekly, the number last week 
was 92, but shows a slight tendency to decrease, the preceding week being 105. 
Whooping-cough was fatal to 34 children. Thirty-nine deaths were registered 
from typhus and continued fever, which is much less than the average. The 
disease most fatal at the present time is diarrhcea, the deaths from which in the 


last two weeks were 113 and 146, although these numbers are below the weekly 


average of the season ; the deaths from cholera decreased from 10 in the previous 
week to 6, and 5 of these 6 were those of children under 2 years of age ; the fifth 
ease was that of a girl, aged 8 years, who died at Poplar after 2 days’ illness. 
Diarrhea was most prevalent in the districts of Marylebone, Pancras, St. Luke, 
East London, Shoreditch, Bethnal-green, Poplar, and Greenwich. 

The deaths caused by diseases of the tubercular order, which in the former week 
were 169, receded last week to 163 ; from the respiratory organs the deaths last 
week were 80, the previous week 81; of the digestive organs 45, the previous 
week 47 ; of the_urinary organs 22, the previous week 16. 9 children are returned 
as having died from inanition and the want of breastmilk. 385 persons, whose 
deaths are recorded, attained the age of 80 or more years; two widows were aged 
respectively 91 and 92 years. 


Last week the births of 852 boys and 844 girls, in all 1696 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1635. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°842in. The highest reading was 29°988in. and occurred on 
Tuesday. The lowest occurred on Saturday, and was 29°627 in. ; the extreme 
variation was rather more than three tenths of an inch. The mean temperature of 
the week was 59°2°; which is very near the average of the last 43 years, but is 
much lower than at the same period last year, when the mean air temperature 
was 66°9° or 7°7° warmer. The air temperature last week, compared with the 
week preceding, was 4°1° cooler ; the extreme range during the week was 29°3°. 
The difference between the dew-point temperature and air temperature was 10°4°. 
The average temperature of the water of the Thames was 65°4° or 6°2° higher 
than the temperature of the air. ‘The direction of the wind was chiefly from 
the north-west. The sky was for the most part during the week free from cloud. 
On Friday and Saturday the sky was overcast till about noon, and rain for a short 
time fell on Saturday morning,

Meteorological Observations.

Tue total number of deaths in London in the week that ended on Saturday 
(September 4th) was 1039. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of 
deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1344; but as the deaths of 
last week occurred in an increased population, the average to admit of comparison 
must be raised proportionally to that increase, in which case it will become 1478. 
Hence it appears that last week was so favourable to the health of the inhabitants 
of London, that 439 persons survived, who would have died if the average rate of 
mortality had prevailed. The number of children born last week exceeded that 
of persons of all ages who died by 492. Diarrhcea proved fatal last week in 120 

cases, in the week preceding the number was 146. Scarlatina carried off 110 
persons, being more than double the weekly average of the season, whooping- 
cough 42 , measles 20, small-pox 5, and cholera was fatal to 8 persons. Diseases 
of the respir atory organs were the cause of 80 deaths, of these 33 were attributed 
to pneumonia, and 37 to bronchitis. The deaths referred to phthisis (or con- 
sumption) which is placed in the tubercular class of diseases were 119. A boy, 
aged 9, and a man, aged 61, died of tetanus, the former of these cases was the 
result of an accidental wound of the knee. A labourer, aged 41, died in St. Giles’ 
- Workhouse from sun stroke, and the wife of a weaver “from exhaustion from want 
of food,” she was 63 years of age. Jour nonagenarians died last wee the oldest 
was a widow, who had attained the age of 98 years. 


Last week the births of 806 boys and 725 girls, in all 1531 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number corrected for increase of population was 1669. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°627in. The highest barometrical reading occurred on Thursday 
at Oh. a.M., when it was 29°75in. ‘The mean temperature of the week was 59°4°, 
which is 0°5° above the average of the same week in 48 years (as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher). On Friday the excess of mean temperature above the average was 
6°7°, the temperature having been below the average on four of the preceding days 
of the week. The highest temperature in the week was 74°0° on Friday ; the 
lowest was 43°3° on Sunday. The mean daily range was 19°5°. On Saturday 
the range was only 7*1°. The mean dew-point temperature was 51°0°, and the 
difference between this and the mean air temperature was 8°4°. The mean _ 
temperature of the water of the Thames during the four last days of the week was 
61°3°. ‘The mean degree of humidity was 75, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 100. Rain fell on Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday, the aggregate 
amount being 0°19in. The general direction of the wind was south-west.

In the week that ended on Saturday, September 11th, the number of deaths 
registered in London was 1060, of which 521 were the deaths of males, 539 those 
of females. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresponding with last week was 1457; but as the deaths of last week occurred 
in an increased population, it is necessary for the purpose of comparison to raise 
the average proportionally to the increase, in which case it will become 1608. 
The public health is therefore so far satisfactory, that the deaths now returned were 
less by 543 than the number which would have occurred under the average rate 
of mortality, and although the great number of deaths at two periods when cholera 
was epidemic must be taken-into account, yet there can be no doubt that London 
enjoys an improved state of health at the present time. 

. But if the deaths of last week had been according to the rate which exists in the 
healthiest districts of England, they would only have been 799, hence it appears 
that 261 persons died from circumstances that constitute the comparative insalubrity 
of the metropolis. 

The births of last week were in excess of the deaths in the same period by 477. 

The mortality from diarrhcea is rapidly subsiding ; in the two previous weeks 
the deaths from it were 146 and 120, last week they were only 69. Scarlatina on 
the contrary shows a slight increase, 115 fatal cases having been registered ; 
amongst others three children, daughters of a dyer residing at 46 Flower-street, 
Spitalfields, died of this disease. Whooping-cough carried off 29 children, and 
measles 21. Three deaths occurred from small-pox. Four persons died from 
cholera, including three children and a blacksmith, aged 27 years, who died 
in Charing-cross Hospital after 86 hours illness. The deaths from phthisis (or 
consumption), which in the previous week were 119, rose last week to 162, the 
average being 139. A little boy died, after an illness of three hours, from eating 
bitter almonds ; and a labourer, aged 86 years, died in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 
from pyemia. ‘Three persons died last week at the following advanced ages: 91, 
92, and 93 years. 


Last week the births of 777 boys and 760 girls, in all 1537 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number, corrected for increase of population, was 1668. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°792in. The highest reading was 30°OQ6in. at the end of the week. 
The mean temperature of the air in the week was 59°4°, which is 1°7° above the 
temperature of the same week on an average of 43 years, as determined by 
Mr. Glaisher. The highest point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 
73°0° on Thursday the 9th inst.; the lowest was 45°5° on Monday; the range of 
the week was therefore 27°5°. The mean daily range was 17°5°. ‘The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6°7°. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 79, complete saturation being represented by 
100. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 61°7°. ‘The general 
direction of the wind was south-west. Rain fell on four days during the week. 
There were thunder and lightning on Monday.

Room usually tenanted by four persons, the 
bed on the floor, very dirty. A man in parlour of No. 15 had severe choleraic diarrhea, but has 
recovered. Diphtheria in 2d floor of No. 14, severe, but recovered. 

Panoras ; Grays-inn-lane.— At 36 Manchester-street, on 7th September, the daughter of a 
pianoforte tuner, aged 1 year, ‘infantile cholera (3 days).” 

CHELSEA; South.—At 6 Woods-buildings, on 38d September, the son of a shoemaker, aged 
9 months, “ cholera infantum (11 days), convulsions (1 day).” 

St. GEORGE SourHwark; Borough Road.—At 2 Queen-street, on 10th September, the daughter 
of a fruit hawker, aged 19 months, ‘‘ English cholera (1 week).” 

West Lonpon; North.—At St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, from 69 Queen’s-road, Shepherds Bush, 
on 7th September. a general labourer, aged 36 years, “ pyeemia.’ 

Hacknuy; Hachney.—At Willmot Touse, Dalston, on 8th September, the son of a gentleman, 
aged 4 years, “ eating bitter almonds (3 hours).” Post Mort. 

WHITECHAPEL ; Spitalfields—At 46 Flower and Dean-street, on 6th September, the daughter of 
a dyer, aged 6 years, “ searlatina (14 days).” 

Also, on 9th September, two daughters of the above, aged respectively 5 and 8 years, “ scarlatina 
(14 days).” 

Srppney; RatcliffiAt 15 London-street, on 3d September, the daughter of a ballast getter, 
aged 3 years and 8 months, “ natural death, aseribed to a foul vapour in a sewer.” (Inquest.) 

In same sub-district—At Union Workhouse, on 6th September, a coal backer, aged 40 years, 
“ found in a dying state at Workhouse, and died next day; death accelerated by cold and privation.” 
(Jnquest.)

Tue mortaity of London is now lower than it was in the months of July and 

August, when the deaths ranged above 1100 weekly. In the week ending last 

Saturday (September 18th) the deaths declined to 1046, of which 555 were deaths 
of males and 491 those of females. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number 
-of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1351; but as the deaths 
now returned occurred in an increased population, the average to admit of com- 
parison should be raised proportionally to the increase, a correction which will 
make it 1486. The above average, however, is derived in part from the extra- 
ordinary mortality of two cholera epidemics ; and by excluding such exceptional 
periods from the comparison it will be found that the present mortality differs not 
widely from the average in the middle of September. 

If the deaths of last week had been according to the rate which prevails in the 
healthiest districts of England, they would have been 799; the excess above this 
number which the return shows is 247, and forms what may be called the 
“unnatural” part of the mortality. 

Diarrhea shows a further decrease ; the deaths from this complaint in the last 
four weeks have been successively 146, 120, 69, and 53. But scarlatina is in- 
creasingly fatal, and the deaths from it last week were 118, of which 80 occurred 
in the East and 44 in the South districts. Four fatal cases of this disease are 
recorded in each of the following sub-districts: Christchurch (Marylebone), 
Islington East, St. George (Bloomsbury), the Green (Bethnal-green), Poplar, 
Trinity (Newington), and Clapham ; and 5 in St. Peter (Walworth). Three children 
in one family died on the 12th and 13th inst. of scarlatina at 19 Theobald-street in 
the sub-district of Trinity, Newington. Four deaths are referred to cholera, all 
of them, with one exception, amongst infants. Hight infants and one adult died 
from syphilitic disease. Only two persons, both of whom were widows, attained 
the age of 90 years. | 
. Last week the births of 829 boys and 812 girls, in all 1641 children, were re-

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°917in. On three days the mean reading was above 80in. ‘The 
highest barometrical reading was 30°06in. ‘The mean temperature of the week 
was 63°4°, which is 6°6° above the average of the same week in 43 years (as 
determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was above the average 
throughout the week, and the excess on the first three days was 8°. The thermo- 
meters in the sun and the shade attained their highest points on Sunday (the 
12th inst.), which were respectively 105° and 83°8°; the lowest point was attained 
on the same day and was 48°7°; the entire range of the day and the week was 
therefore 35°1° (in the shade). The mean daily range was 25°3°. The difference 

etween the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 7°8°. ‘The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 74. ‘The mean temperature of the water of the 
Thames was 63°7°. On Monday and three following days the wind blew from 
the north-east. The rain-fall of the week was 0°13in. There was heavy rain on 
Friday night, accompanied by frequent lightning.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH is now in that favourable condition which it usually 
exhibits in London after the summer heat. The deaths in London which had been 
above 1100 weekly in August, and above 1000 in the first three weeks of September, 
declined last week (ending Saturday, September 25th) to 955. In the ten years 
1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week 
was 1252; but when the deaths from cholera,in two epidemics within the series 
are withdrawn from the calculation, it will be found that the rate of mortality that 
prevailed in the period now specified would produce about 1100 deaths in the 
present increased population; and it appears from the present return that the 
deaths of last week were less than that number by 150. 


On reference to the tables, the great and increasing mortality from scarlatina 
will be observed as an exception to their favourable character. ‘The deaths from 
this disease which were 85 in a week in the early part of August have increased 
almost continuously, and last week they were 125. Another child has died from 
it at 19 Theobald-street, Newington, in addition to three mentioned in the last 
return ; the 4 deaths have occurred in one family within eight days. Two children 
died on the 24th inst. from diphtheria in a family in Islington; and two from 
scarlatina on the 17th in a family at 1 Thames-street, Greenwich, where the house 
is stated to be “‘unwholesome.” Four deaths from scarlatina are recorded in the 
sub-district of St. John, St. George-in-the-East, and 6 in that of Greenwich West. 
Cholera was fatal to two men, aged severally 66 years, on the 20th ; and toa 
woman, aged 26 years, on the 19th. Only one person, a woman, included in the 
present returns, had attained the age of 90 years. 


Last week the births of 839 boys and 818 girls, in all 1657 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 


average number was 1531. 


ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATERS. 


The waters supplied to the metropolis have been examined during the month of 
August by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., of St. Thomas’s Hospital, who 
has found their composition to be as exhibited in the subsequent tables. It will be 
observed that the amount of impurity in each water is less than in any previous 
month of the year, in consequence of the greater dryness of the period to which 
the analyses refer. A comparison of the present with former tables will show 
how far the condition of the waters is improving. For the sake of comparison, 
the composition of Glasgow waters is appended. The inhabitants of that city ure 
not satisfied with the Clyde supply, although much purer than that of the Thames, 
and the water of a Highland lake, approaching distilled water in purity, will soon 
flow into the city by gravitation.

This table exhibits the amount of foreign matter contained in each gallon of 
water expressed in degrees or grains. The samples were all taken from main pipes. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 


week was 29°942in. On four days the mean daily reading was above 30in. The 
readings varied from 29°49 in. to 80°42in. ‘The mean temperature of the week 
was 58°6°, which is 3°2° above the average of the same week in 43 years. ‘The 


highest point of the thermometer in the shade was attained on Wednesday, and 
was 72°2°; the lowest was 41°5°, and was observed on Saturday; the range of 
the week was therefore 30°7°, and the mean daily range was 16°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6°. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 82. The mean temperature of the water of the 
Thames was 62°6°. On the first four days the wind blew generally from the 
north-east. On Thursday, when it was in the south, the pressure on the square 
foot rose to 9lbs., and the amount of horizontal movement was 215 miles. ‘The 
rain, nearly all of which fell on Sunday the 19th, amounted to 0°20 in.

GREENWICH; West.-—At 1 Thames-street, on 17th September, the daughter and son of a water- 
man, aged respectively 10 years and 3 years, “scarlatina maligna (6 days), unwholesome state of 
premises.”

Meteorological Observations. 
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Tue DEATHS in London, which had fallen considerably below a thousand in the 
previous week, rose in the week ending last Saturday, October 2d, to 1021. In the 
ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with 
last week was 1284; and as the number now returned occurred in an increased 
population, and the average, if raised in proportion to that increase, becomes 1412, 
a rate of mortality diminished to the extent shown by a comparison of these 
numbers, will appear an eminently favourable result. If, however, the excess of 
deaths that arose in epidemic seasons is withdrawn from the above average, 
the comparison will still give a reduction of 240, to show that the present time is 
unusually healthy. 

Sixty-three districts of England, in which the mortality is least, have been 
selected, and their average rate of mortality in the last three months of the year 
has been ascertained. If the deaths in London last week had been according to 
the “healthy rate” thus obtained, and which it is useful to adopt as a standard, 
they would have been 770; and the actual excess, or the number of unnatural 
deaths, is 251. 

Jt is to be regretted that scarlatina shows a constant, though not a rapid, 
increase. During four weeks that have elapsed since the weekly deaths from it 
‘rose above 100, the numbers have been consecutively 115, 118, 125, and (last 
week) 134. Of these 134 there occurred 11 under one year of age, 18 at one 
year, 19 at two years, the same number at three, 21 at four years, 37 at five, 5 at 
10 and under 15, 4 at 20 years and upwards. ‘To take a few of the sub-districts 
where scarlatina appears to be most prevalent,—there were 8 deaths from it in 
Islington West, 7 in Limehouse, 6 in Bow, and 5 in St. Peter Walworth. 

Of 40 deaths registered last week, and placed in the tables to violence, 30 were 
accidental, 4 were by suicide, and no fewer than 6 by murder or manslaughter. 
Of these last, 5 were the deaths of infants. 

Of five nonagenarians in the present returns three were men, and of these the 
oldest had attained the age of 97 years. 


Last week the births of 861 boys and 865 girls, in all 1726 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1571. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°942in. On the first three days the mean daily reading was 
above 30in. ‘The highest reading was 30°36in.; and the lowest 29°47 in. The 
mean temperature of the week was 57°6°, which is 3°6° above the average of 
the same week in 43 years. The highest point attained by the thermometer in 
the shade was 71°8° on Wednesday ; the lowest point was 40°1° on Friday. The 
entire range of the week was 81°7°. The mean daily range was 16°3°. The 
range of temperature on Monday and Tuesday was remarkably small, namely, 
9°9° on the former day, and 6°7° on the latter. On Friday it was 25°3°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6° 4°. 
The 30. temperature of the water of the Thames was 60°4°, ‘The mean degree 
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of humidity was 78. The wind blew from the south-west on every day except 
Wednesday. No rain fell, except a litthe on Wednesday night and Thursday 
morning, amounting to 0°06 in.

Westminster ; St. Margaret— At Westminster Hospital, on 26th September, a messenger at 
Horse Guards, aged about 48 years, “ delirium tremens, with swelling of throat caused by a tobacco 
pipe he was smoking being accidentally thrust into his mouth by a counter-flap being suddeniy 
raised by the barman at the “ Duke of Ormond’s Head,” Princes Street (10 days).” (inquest.) 

St. Luxe; City-road.—On 30th September, a female, aged 23 years, “mole pregnancy, hemor= 
rhage (9 days), exhaustion.” 

WHITECHAPEL; Mile End New Town.—At 16 Dunk-street, on 23d September, the son of a 
basket-maker, aged 9 years, “thecal whitlow (2 weeks), exhaustion (sudden).” (Post mort.) The 
medical attendant writes :—“It is difficult to assign a cause, as the whitlow (a very bad one) was 
nearly well, and no internal disease was discovered at the post mortem.” 

St. GEoRGE-IN-THE-East; St, Mary.— At 12 Artichoke-hill, on 22d September, son of a mariner, 
aged 7 months, “choked whilst eating shrimps, by whom administered to him no evidence to show.” 
Inquest.)

Tue Dratus in London, which had been in the previous week 1021, declined in the week ending 
Saturday October 9th to 993. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the 
weeks corresponding with last week was 1073; but as the deaths returned for last week occurred in 
an increased population, the average, with a view to comparison, should be raised in proportion to 
the increase, a correction which will make it 1180. When the deaths from cholera in epidemic 
seasons are eliminated from the caleulation, the comparison will show that the deaths in the present 
return are less by about a hundred than would have resulted from the average rate of mortality at 
the beginning of October. ; 

Sixty-three districts of England, in which the mortality is least, have been selected, and their 
average rate of mortality in the last three months of the year has been ascertained. If the deaths 
in London last week had been according to “the healthy rate” thus obtained, and which it is useful 
to adopt as a standard, they would have been 770 ; and the actual excess, or the number of unnatural 
deaths, is 223. 

The mortality from scarlatina continues to increase; the deaths from it having risen from 125 
and 134 in the two previous weeks to 145 last week. All of these 145 deaths, with the exception 
of 10, occurred to children under 10 years of age. The corrected average of this disease for ten 
corresponding weeks is 76. It reached a higher mortality than the present return shows in the first 
week of October 1848, when the deaths from it rose to 180. Six deaths from scarlatina were registered 
last week in the sub-district of St. Margaret, Westminster ; 6 in Islington East; 7 in Bow, 

Of 41 violent deaths registered last week, 11 were cases of suicide. 


Last week the births of 810 boys and 711 girls, in all 1521 children, were registered in London. 
In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the average number was 1382. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 
29°685in. The. barometric pressure varied from 29°20 in. to 29°92 in. The mean temperature of 
the air in the week was 52°1°, which is 0°4° below the average of the same week in 43 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The thermometer in the shade attained its highest point on 
Sunday, when it was 69°5°; it fell to its lowest point on Saturday, when it was 35°4°; the range 
of the week was therefore 34°1°, The mean daily range was 19°7°. The difference between the 
mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 6°9°. The mean temperature of the water 
of the Thames was 58°1°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 75. ‘The wind was nearly 
always south-west. The rain-fall was 0°47 in. 





IN THE THIRTEEN WEEKS ending Saturday, October 2d, 14,345 deaths were registered in 
London; a number which differs little from that of the same quarter of last year, when it was 
14,259. The mean temperature of the quarter was 61°, which is lower by 2°3° than that of the 
corresponding period of last year, but higher than those of the preceding three years. Of the 
14,345 deaths, 5,032 attributed to diseases of the zymotic character, constitute a high proportion, 
which is drawn to the extent of more than four fifths from the youngest of the population. Scarla- 
tina has carried off many children, and it has increased manifestly during the latter half of the 
quarter. The deaths referred to it are 1,243, and are more numerous than in any of the corre- 
sponding quarters of 1854-57, in which the numbers varied from 349 to 978. Croup and whooping- 
cough also exhibit an increase on those quarters. Diarrhea and summer cholera have been 
perceptibly less fatal than usual. -In the summer quarter of 1857 the deaths from the former of 
these complaints were 2,343, from the latter 177 ; while the respective numbers of the quarter now 
terminated are 1,391 and 90. 

Of 500 deaths produced by means of violence, 412 were the results of accident or negligence, 21 
were by murder or manslaughter, and 67 by suicide.

THE DEATHS registered in London rose from 993 in the previous week to 1149 
in the week ending Saturday, October 16th. In the ten years 1848-57 the average 
number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1020; but as 
the deaths of last week occurred in an increased population, the average should 
be raised in proportion to the increase for the purpose of comparison, and in this 
case it will become 1122. The number actually returned exceeds the calculated 
number by 27; and as the average is rather above that which would result from 
ordinary causes (for the cholera of two epidemic years had not entirely ceased in 
the second week of October), it will be seen that the mortality as shown in the 
present return is decidedly high. | 

If the rate of mortality last week had not been higher than that which has been. 
ascertained to prevail during the last quarter of the year in the healthiest districts 
of England, the deaths would have been only 770; but they were 1149, and the 
excess which they exhibit over the healthy standard may be considered as that 
part of the mortality which is due to acquired conditions of insalubrity in 
London. 

Pulmonary complaints become more frequent; the deaths from bronchitis and 
pneumonia, which were respectively 82 and 21 in the preceding week, were last 
week 71 and 64. Scarlatina makes constant progress, and has now attained a not 
doubtful preeminence among diseases of 'the zymotic class. The weekly deaths 
from scarlatina since September 18th have been 125, 134, 145, and 160. Twenty 
deaths are returned as caused by it in Marylebone, 18 in Pancras, 10 in Lambeth 
(chiefly Kennington), 9 in Camberwell. The present mortality from this complaint 
is double the average, and it is much greater than that of any corresponding week 
of the last ten years, except 1848, when the deaths rose to 188. 

A widow died on the 14th inst. at Eagle-place, Mile-end, who is believed, on 
what appeared to the Registrar to be reasonable grounds, to have lived to the age 
of a hundred years. Two women died on the 12th inst. from want. 


Last week the births of 912 boys and 855 girls, in all 1767 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1497. £ i 


ANALYSIS OF MprropoLitaAN WATERS. 


The waters of the metropolis have been analysed during the month of September 
by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., of St. Thomas’s Hospital, and have been 
found to possess the composition stated in the subjoined table. For the sake of 
comparison, the water about to be introduced for the use of the inhabitants of 
Glasgow is prefixed, the composition of which approaches that of distilled water. 
The samples with the largest amount of organic matter were taken after rain.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°742in. The barometrical readings varied from 29°25 in. to 
30°09 in., which point the instrument attained on Thursday. The mean tempera- | 
ture of the week was 53°1°, which is 2°5° above the average of the same week 
in 43 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was 
below the average till Wednesday ; and on the last four days it was from 5° to 7° 
above it. The lowest temperature was 39°7° on Tuesday; the highest 69° on 
Saturday. The entire range of the week was therefore 29°3°. The mean daily 
range was 17°1°. The range of Saturday 24°4°; that of Thursday only 10°5°. 
The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 56°7°. The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 3°7°," The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 85. The rain-fall of the week was 0°18 in.

‘ Black Ditch’; and a member of the same family died of malignant cynanche in this house nine 
months ago.” The registrar adds :—‘ The ditch referred to is about 12 or 14 feet in width, and 
isa receptacle for the refuse, &c. from various factories in Rotherhithe, Deptford, and Camberwell, 
and also an immense quantity of sewage ; the effluvium arising therefrom is of the most poisonous 
nature.

orological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
October 25th, 1858. 

THE TOTAL number of deaths registered in London in the week ending Saturday, 
October 23d, was 1113, showing a small decrease on that of the previous week. 
In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding 
with last week was 1019; but as the number returned for last week occurred in 
an increased population, it should be compared with the average, when the latter 
is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will make it 1120. 
. The comparison shows that the mortality of last week is very nearly that which in 
the usually healthy month of October might be expected to prevail. 

If the rate of mortality in London last week had been the same as that which 
has, on an average of autumnal quarters, been found to prevail in the healthiest 
districts of England, the deaths would not have exceeded 770; therefore the 
actual excess, or 3843, represents that contingent which is derived from acquired 
conditions of insalubrity, and which it belongs to sanitary science to reduce. 

_  Atthe beginning of September the mortality from scarlatina, which had been 

‘previously high, rose perceptibly, and during seven weeks showed a continuous 
_ increase. Last week the deaths from it were 156, a number which is not quite so 
high as that of the previous week. The corrected average for last week is 75. 
The North districts comprising chiefly Marylebone, Pancras, and Islington con- 
tribute 48 out of the 156 deaths; those which lhe on the South side of the river 
return 49. Nine cases of scarlatina were fatal in Westminster, 138 in Marylebone, 
19 in Pancras, 8 in Islington, 13 in Lambeth. 

In one family in St. George-in-the-East three persons, aged respectively 16, 20, 
and 23 years, died of phthisis pulmonalis within three weeks. A labourer at 
gas works died of bronchitis, induced by the coal dust among which he -worked. 
Two persons died from want. Of four nonagenarians whose deaths are recorded, 
the oldest was a widow who had attained her 97th year. 


Last week the births of 849 boys and 846 girls, in all 1695 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1480. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°694in. The readings of the barometer varied from 29°48 in. to 
29°93in. ‘The mean temperature of the week was 51°1°, which is 2°2° above 
the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The 
highest point attained by the thermometer in the shade was 61°7° on Sunday 
(the 17th inst.) ; the lowest was 43°2° on the following day. ‘The entire range of 
the week was therefore 18°5°; the mean daily range was 13°0°. The mean dew- 
point temperature was 49°3°, and the difference between this and the mean air 
temperature was only 1°8°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 92, 
The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 56°6°. ‘The wind was 
generally east or north-east. Rain fell to the amount of 0°32in., all of it on 
Monday and Tuesday.

BretHnaL GReEN ; Hackney Road.—At 6 Ada-place, on 18th October, a gas factory labourer, 
aged 44 years, “ chronic bronchitis (1 year), induced by coal dust passing into the lungs.” 

St. GrorGe-1n-THE-East; St. Paul—At 21 Cowley-street, on 15th October, the “son of a 
stevedore, aged 16 years, “ phthisis pulmonalis,” making 3 deaths in one family in three weeks from 
the same cause, at the respective ages 23, 20, and 16 years.

Meteorological Observations. 
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THE DEATHS from all causes registered in London in the week ending Saturday, 
October 30th, were 1133, and they exhibit an increase, though it is not considerable, 
on those of the previous week. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of 
deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1020; but as the deaths 
of last week occurred in a population which has increased, they can only be 
compared with the average when the latter has been raised proportionally to the 
increase, a correction by which it will become 1122. Hence it appears that the 
rate of mortality now prevailing is but slightly in excess of that which is deduced 
from former experience at the end of October. The Greenwich meteorology for 
the week shows that, though the mean temperature of the air fell considerably on 
the last two days, it was altogether neither higher nor lower than the average of 
a long series of corresponding weeks. 

If the mortality shown in the present return had been according to the rate which 
has been obtained for the autumnal months in certain selected districts of England, 
the deaths would not have exceeded 770; and the actual excess, or 863, must be 
referred, as the result of a week, to those conditions of insalubrity that still exist 
in large town populations. 

Scarlatina has maintained a high mortality throughout October. The deaths 
from it last week were the same in number as those of the previous week, 
namely, 156 ; the corrected: average of ten corresponding weeks is 77; and the 
only week within this series in which scarlatina was more fatal was that of 1848, 
when the deaths rose to 182. Last week it was fatal in 11 cases in Westminster, 
a like number in Marylebone, 16 in Pancras, 12 in Islington, 8 in Poplar, 9 in 
Newington, 11 in Lambeth. It may be added that no cases are recorded in the 
districts of St. George (Hanover-square), St. Martin-in-the-fields, St. James 
Westminster, St. Giles, St. Luke, or London City. 

Mr. Goodhugh, the Registrar of St. George the Martyr, Holborn, remarks that 
scarlatina has been very prevalent among children in his sub-district lately, and 
the mortality has been higher than it was for some time previously. Last week 
he registered 19 deaths from all causes (nearly one to a thousand of the popula- 
tion) ; and 17 of these were deaths of children, 6 of whom died of scarlatina. 

It will be seen in the Tables that five persons died from delirium tremens, and 
the deaths of six others are expressly referred to intemperance. The weekly 
average of deaths under these two heads is not so formidable, it is 3; and no 
cases occurred in the previous week.

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 380°118in. The mean daily reading was above 30 in. on five days ; 
the highest reading was 30°45in. on Saturday. The mean temperature of the 
week was 47°2°, which is the same as the average for the same week in 43 years 
(as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The highest reading of the thermometer in the 
shade was 57°8° on Monday ; the lowest.33° on Satur day. The whole range of 
the week was therefore 24°8°. The mean daily range was 12°5°. The range 
on Sunday was only 5°2°. The difference between the mean dew-point tempe- 
rature and air temperature was 3°9°. The mean degree of humidity of the air 
was 88. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 55°3°, or 8° 
higher than that of the air. The direction of the wind was almost always north- 
east. The rain-fall was 0°24 in. 


Maryiupone ; All Souls:—At 13 Bolsover-street, on 26th October, the daughter of a house- 
painter, aged 5 months, “variola confluens.” The medical attendant adds to his certificate :— 
“Vaccinated only a few days before the eruption appeared. ‘Two children of the same family were 
suffering from small-pox, and both were unprotected by vaccination.” The informant stated that 
these two children had been three times unsuccessfully vaccinated, and considered that it was useless 
to try any more. 

Lampern ; Lambeth Church (2d part).—At 8 Market-street, on 23d October, a house-painter, 
aged 17 years, “ cholera (39 hours).” 

WanpswortH; Battersea.—At Union-road, on 23d and 24th October, two daughters of a 
distillery labourer, aged respectively 1 year and 3 years, “ putrid sore throat.”

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
November 8th, 1858. 

THE PRESENT RETURN shows a rather high mortality. In the two previous 
weeks the deaths were 1113 and 11835; in the last week ending Saturday, 
November 6th, they rose to 1217. The’mean temperature of the air in the first 
week of November was 6° lower than in the latter half of October; and to this 
cause apparently the increase of mortality is due. In the ten years 1848—57 the 
average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week. was 1028; 
but as the deaths now returned occurred in a population which has increased, 
they can only be compared with the average, when the latter is raised propor- 
tionally to the increase, a correction by which it becomes 1130. The comparison 


shows that 87 persons died last week who would have survived if the average 
rate of mortality, as found at this season in former years, had prevailed. 


If the deaths of last week had been according to the rate of mortality that 


prevails in autumn in the healthiest country districts of England, they would have 


been 770; and the actual excess above this limit which the return exhibits, - 


amounting to 447, is therefore to be peah be causes that are only or chiefly 


found in operation in London and other city populations. 

Scarlatina reached its highest point in October, and was stationary during the 
greater part of that month. It is satisfactory now to mark a decrease in its 
mortality, the deaths having fallen from 156 to 138. Last week it was decidedly 
more fatal in the Northern than in any of the four other divisions of the metropolis. 


. Fifteen deaths from scarlatina occurred in Marylebone, of which more than half 


were recorded in the sub district of Christchurch ; 13 were returned in Pancras; 
8 in Islington; 8 in the sub-districts of Kennington and Brixton ; 4 in that of 
St. Paul, Deptford, A shoemaker and two of his sons died of diphtheria at 209 
Bethnal Green-road within a period of six days. 

The increase of the deaths in the present return over those of the previous 
week, which has been shown above, arises principally from bronchitis and 
pneumonia, the former of which rose from 83 deaths to 128, the latter from 77 


to 99. 


Last week the births of 890 boys and 916 girls, in all 1806 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1535. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 30°212in. ‘The barometrical readings were high, their daily means 
having been above 30 in. throughout the week. ‘The highest reading was 80°45 in. 
on Sunday (October 31st). The mean temperature of the air in the week was 
43°3°, which is 2°7° below the average of the same week in 48 years. On 
Monday, the coldest day, the mean temperature was 8°5° below the average.

point 54° on Wednesday ; the mean daily range was 15°. The difference between 
the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 4°1°. ‘The mean degree 
of humidity of the air was 85; on Monday the humidity was 96, being near the 
point of complete saturation. The wind was nearly always north-east ; during 
the greater part of the week the air was very calm. Hardly any rain fell. 


MarYLeEBoneE ; Cavendish-square——At 41 Margaret-street, on 3d November, the son of a tailor, 
aged 2 months, “ choleraic diarrhea (10 days). 

Pancras; Somers Town.—At 9 Gee-street, on 31st October, the wife of a fencing-master, aged 
51 years, “extravasation of blood on the brain produced by fright.” Post mort. ( Inquest.) 

St. Gitzs; St. George Bloomsbury.—At 3 Upper Montague-mews, on 2d November, the wife of 
a coachman, domestic servant, aged 58 years, “liver and kidney disease. Post mort. Liver healthy, 
kidney large and nearly black, but no structural disease apparent.” Dr. Engall, the medical attendant, 
adds :—‘‘ Notwithstanding the healthy appearance of the liver, gallons of bile were vomited, and 
that although no structural disease of kidney appeared, bloody venous urine was passed for 10 days 
before death.” 

BETHNAL GREEN ; Church.—At 209 Bethnal Green-road, on 31st October and 2d and 5th November, 
a shoemaker, aged 35 years, and his two sons aged respectively 7 years and 9 years, “ diphtheria,” 
the father after 10 days’ illness, the sons after 14 days’.

Unver the influence of cold air and fogs the mortality has much increased. 
The deaths registered in London were in the two previous weeks 11383 and 1217 ; 
in the last week ending Saturday, November 13th, they rose to 13849. In those 
three weeks the mean weekly temperature has constantly fallen, and having been 
51° in the third week of October, it was only 39° last week. The weather was 
cold even for the second week of November, and on the last five nights the 
thermometer fell below the freezing point of water. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corre- 
sponding with last week was 1050; but as the deaths that are now returned 
occurred in a population that has increased, they should be compared with the 
average when the latter is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction by 
which it becomes 1155. The comparison shows that the deaths of last week were 
more numerous, to the extent of nearly two hundred, than they would have been 
if the average rate of mortality for the same season had prevailed. 

If the deaths of last week had been according to the rate of mortality that 
prevails in autumn in the healthiest country districts of England, they would have 
been 770; and the greater part of the excess above this limit which the return 
exhibits, amounting to 579, is therefore to be referred to causes that are only or 
chiefly found in operation in London and other city populations. A certain number 
of the 579 persons died from the unusual cold ; and a certain number, though less, 
would have died in the country, from the same cause. 

In comparing the results of the last two weeks the increase of mortality is 
found chiefly amongst young and old persons, the deaths of the former class having 
risen from 677 to 766, and those of the latter from 211 to 237. ‘The increase is 
found also under most of the general heads, under which the causes of death are 
arranged, but chiefly in diseases of the respiratory organs, which were fatal in the 
two weeks in 250 and 312 cases respectively. Phthisis in the tubercular order 
decreased from 141 to 131. 

Scarlatina is still very fatal. The deaths from it last week were 145, which is - 
nearly double the corrected average for ten corresponding weeks. The North 
districts, in which nearly a third of the deaths from it occurred, continue to suffer 
most. Nineteen fatal cases are returned in the Paneras district ; 6 in the sub- 
district of Bow, and 6 in that of Kennington (1st part). The deaths from small- 
pox have increased from 3 to 15, of which 8 occurred in the Small-pox Hospital, 
{slington, to which many patients are brought from country parts. 


Last week the births of 910 boys and 904 girls, in all 1814 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1547. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 30°062in. The mean daily reading was above 30 in. till Friday. 
The barometrical readings varied from 30°34 in. to 29°3lin. The mean tempera- 
ture of the week was 39°0°, which is 5°3° below the average of the same week 
in 43 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was 
. ro average throughout the week, and on Wednesday the extent of depres-

sion was 9°7°. The thermometer in the shade fell from 50°5°, its highest point 
which was attained on Sunday, to 26°8° on Wednesday, its lowest point in the 
week. Its entire range was 23°7°; the mean daily range was 15°6°. The 
difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 
3°6°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 84. The mean temperature 
of the water of the Thames was 45°8°, or about 7° higher than that of the air. 
The wind blew on the first three days from the north, afterwards from the south- 
west and east. Dense fog prevailed on the night of Wednesday. No rain was 
measured ‘by the gauge.

Lampetu ; Waterloo (2d part).—At 91 Lower Marsh, on 11th November, a female domestic 
servant, aged 16 years, “ catalepsy and cerebral congestion (7 days).”

‘THE MortTALity of London continues to increase rapidly with increasing cold. 
In the third week of October the deaths were 11138; in the third week of November, 
ending last Saturday, they were 1487. In the first. of the five weeks com- 
prised within these limits the mean temperature of the air was 51°1°, in the last 
35°5°. A reduction in the temperature, gradually effected, to the extent of 16°, 
has been attended by an increase of nearly four hundred in the deaths of a week. 


In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks cor- 
responding with last week was 1084; but as the 1487 deaths of last week 
occurred in a population which has increased, they should be compared with 
the average, after it is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction by 


which it becomes 1192. An excess of deaths, nearly equal to 300, attests the 


unusual severity of the present November, to which as its principal cause the 
excess is to be attributed. | 


The deaths referred to pulmonary diseases, including bronchitis, pneumonia, 
asthma, and others less extensively fatal, but excluding phthisis and whooping- 
cough, were in the last four weeks successively 181, 250, 312, and 413; those 
referred specially to bronchitis 83, 128, 171, and 211; to pneumonia 77, 99, 112, 
and 166; to asthma 2, 6, 18, and 20. The mortality fcoun phthisis is more slowly 
affected by cold, for it did not increase till last week, when the deaths rose from 
131 to 166. Five nonagenarians died last week, of whom the oldest was 94 years 
of age. 

From scarlatina 133 persons died last week, of whom all, decent 5, were children 
under 15 years of age. Six deaths from it occurred i in the sub-district of Poplar. 
This disease shows a very slight decrease ; small-pox, on the other hand, which 
was fatal in ten cases, shows an increase. 


ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATERS FOR OcTOBER 1858. 


The composition of the waters supplied to the inhabitants of the metropolis has 
been determined for the month of October by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., 
of St. Thomas’ Hospital, and is exhibited in the subsequent table. For the sake 
of comparison, the constitution of Loch Katrine water, in process of being sup- 
plied to the city of Glasgow, is appended. ‘The composition of one of the shallow 
wells of London is likewise given, as it is now well known that such waters are 
mixed with sewage, and have been known to prove prejudicial to health. The 


_ substitution of fountains for wells in the streets, supplied with water from a purer 


source, would be a boon to the poorer inhabitants.

The Table is read thus : the total impurity in every gallon of Loch Katrine water is 2°14 degrees 
or grains, of which °8 degrees or grains is derived from plants or animals. 


Last week the births of 865 boys and 768 girls, in all 1633 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1491. . 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°535 in. The barometrical readings varied from 29°27 in. to 29°96 in. 
The mean temperature of the week was 35°5°, which is 7° below the average 
of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily 
temperature was below the average throughout the week, and on the last two 
days, which were the coldest, the extent of depression was respectively 13°1° and 
10°5°. The highest reading of the thermometer in the shade was obtained on 
Sunday (the 14th), and was 45°8°. Its lowest point was 24°6° on Saturday. The 
entire range was therefore 21°2°; the mean daily range was 9°3°. ‘The difference 
between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 5°. The mean 
degree of humidity of the air was 83. The mean temperature of the water of 
the Thames was 41°9°, or 6°4° higher than that of the air. The wind blew from 
the north-east till Friday, when it changed to south-west. Strong gales blew on 
several days at the beginning of the “week, the pressure having increased on 
Sunday to 13 lbs. on the square foot. ‘There was no rain.

Tue unusually heavy mortality, which the returns of London for last week 
announce, will be seen with regret. In the first week of this month the deaths 
' were 1217, in the two following weeks they were 1349 and 1487, and in the week 

ending last Saturday they rose to 1802. The mean temperature of the air in the 
first week of November was 43°3°; in the last three weeks it was successively 
389°O°, 35°5°, and 37°4°. Without attempting at present an exact appreciation 
of recent meteorological conditions in relation to health, it is sufficient to state that 
the mortality of the month attained its highest point, which was far above the 
average, in a week in which the thermometer fell 12° below the freezing point of 
water, and frost was then suddenly exchanged for heat and moisture. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corre- 
sponding with last week was 1150; but as the 1802 deaths now returned 
occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with the average 
when the latter has been raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which 
will make it 1265. Hence it appears that 5387 persons died last week in excess 
of the number that would have died if only the average rate of mortality for the 
-end of November had prevailed. 

A comparison of the results of the last two weeks exhibits an increase, more or 
less important, in all the classes in which the causes of death are distributed. 
Deaths from zymotic diseases increased from 356 in the previous week to 413 last 
week ; constitutional diseases from 253 to 288 ; local (which include those of the 
respiratory organs) from 695 to 859 ; developmental from 131 to 174, and violent 
deaths from 85 to 42. To take some special diseases: scarlatina increased in the 
two weeks from 133 to 163; phthisis from 166 to 190; bronchitis from 211 to 
310; pneumonia from 166 to only 169; asthma from 20 to 28. 

The deaths of three men and five women are recorded who had attained the age 
“3 90 years or upwards. The two oldest were women, who died at the age of 
97 years. 


Last week the births of 840 boys and 921 girls, in all 1761 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1508. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°563in. The barometrical readings varied from 28°84 in. to 
30°06in. The mean temperature of the week was 37°4°, which is 3°9° below 
the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). On 
the first four days the mean daily temperature was below, on the last three above 
the average ; the depression on Tuesday and Wednesday was equal to 15°; on 
Friday the excess was 11°. The lowest point attained by the thermometer was 
20°5° on Wednesday ; the highest 58° on Friday. The entire range of the week 
was therefore 87°5° ; the mean daily range was 12°3°. The range on Saturday 
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was only 5°2°. Tuesday was the coldest day in November since November 23d, 
1827; and the mean temperature of Tuesday and Wednesday was lower than 
that of any two consecutive days in November as far back as authentic records 
extend. The mean temperature of Friday was higher than that of Tuesday and 
Wednesday by 25°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and 
air temperature was 2°3°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 92. The 
mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 38°9°. The wind blew from 
the east, afterwards from the south-east. Rain fell to the amount of 0°22 in.

Tue Lonpon returns still show an excessively high mortality as the effect of 
the recent severity of the weather. ‘The weekly deaths rose in the latter part of 
November from 1487 to 1802; in the week ending last Saturday they were 17388. 
In the first of these three consecutive weeks the mean temperature was 35°5° ; 
in the last it was 46°3°. A rate of mortality as high as that which has pre- 
vailed during the last fortnight would deprive the population of its natural 
increase ; for in the two weeks taken together the deaths, which are usually much 
below the births, slightly exceeded them. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths was 1175; but as the 
deaths now returned occurred in an increased population, they should be compared 
with the average after the latter is raised in proportion to the increase,—a 
correction which will make it 1293. The comparison shows that the deaths of 
last week exceeded by 445 the number that would have occurred according to the 
average rate of mortality. | 

The mortality of measles and scarlatina has been reduced, the deaths from the 
former having fallen from 51 to 39, those from the latter from 163 to 128. 
Whooping-cough, on the other hand, shows an increase from 46 to 69. Small- 
pox exhibits a disposition to increase ; it was fatal last week in 13 cases. 
It is stated that in a house 29, Great Ormond-yard (in St. George the Martyr, 
Holborn,) three deaths from small-pox have occurred, and two children are now 
ill from the same disease. In the last three weeks the deaths from phthisis have 
been 166, 190, and 176; those from bronchitis 211, 310, and 298; those from 
pneumonia 166, 169, and 171; and from asthma 20, 28, and 30. 

The deaths of three persons are recorded as having been caused by want of the 
necessaries of life; and those of an equal number by the intemperate use of spirits. 
Seven persons died who had reached the age of 90 years, or had passed that 
limit, of whom the most advanced was a man aged 99 years. 7 


Last week the births of 898 boys and 865 girls, in all 1763 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1570. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°476in. The barometrical readings varied from 28°87 in. to 80°03 in. 
The mean temperature of the week was 46°3°, which is 4°7° above the average 
of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily 
temperature was above the average throughout the week. On Sunday and 
Monday the thermometer attained its highest point in the shade, viz. 58°8° ; it 
fell ‘ eit point, 33°5°, on Friday. The extreme range was therefore 20°3° ; 
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the mean daily range was 9°7°; the range on Saturday was only 5°8°.

Nore.—Where a person is “ found drowned” the coronexs, as in some other cases, do not always succeed in 
discovering whether the case is a suicide, a murder, or an accident. All such cases are classed under “ accident or 
negligence.” Cases of “infantile fever” are classed with those of typhoid, relapsing, and other continued fevers, under 
ene name “typhus.”

aguas the mortality of London is still high, the returns are gradually re- 
_ suming a more favourable aspect. In the week ‘ending November 27th the deaths 

rose to 1802, in the following week they declined to 1738, and in the last week 
ending Saturday the 11th they were 1531, The mean temperature of these three 
weeks has been respectively 37°4°, 46°3°, and 86°5°. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corre- 
sponding with last week was 1183; but as the deaths in the present return 
occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with the average 
when it is raised in proportion to the increase, a correction which will make it 
1301. The comparison shows that 230 persons died last week in excess of the 
number whose deaths would have been recorded if. the rate of mortality had not 
been higher than the average. 

The deaths arising from diseases of the organs of respiration (exclusive of 
whooping-cough and phthisis) were last week 441, having been in the two pre- 
ceding weeks 524 and 516. The corrected average for last week is 296. 
Bronchitis was fatal in 310, 298, and 250 cases in the last three weeks ; phthisis 
in 190, 176, and 166; pneumonia decreased from 171 to 142. Measles was fatal 
in 46 cases last Beek which is 16 above the average. ‘The deaths referred to 
small-pox are 13; to scarlatina 137. Six occurred from the latter disease in 
Somers Town, 5 in St. Leonard, Shoreditch. At 5 Harding’s-terrace, St. Mary, 
Newington, six children in a family have been attacked by scarlatina, and one 
has died. 

The nonagenarians whose deaths are recorded are five, and are all widows ; 
their respective ages are 90, 94, 95, 95, and 98 years. A labourer, aged 385 years, 
died on the 10th inst. at 54 Phoenix-street, Spitalfields, from destitution. 


Last week the births of 955 boys and 850 girls, in all 1805 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1845-57 the 
average number was 1541. 


ComMPOSITION OF THE METROPOLITAN WATERS IN NovemMBer 1858. 


The analysis of the water supplied by the different companies has been made 
during November by Dr. Robert Dundas Thomson, F.R.S., of St. Thomas’s Hospital. 
The amount of impurity in each water will be found to increase as the winter 
advances, depending on rain which brings. down the soluble matters from the 
agricultural grounds into the river. For the sake of comparison the constitution 
of water about to be brought into Glasgow is given, and likewise that of one of 
the shallow wells of London, the use ae which, imipreenated as they are with 
sewage and surface drainage, should be avoided.

The Table is read thus: Loch Katrine water contains in the gallon 2°14 degrees or grains of foreign matter in 
solution, of which °8 degrees or grains are of vegetable or animal origin. 

At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 30°115in. The mean daily reading was above 30 in. on every day 
after Sunday. The barometrical readings varied from 29°78in. to 80°20 in. 
The mean temperature of the week was 36°5°, which is 4°2° below the average 
of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily 
temperature was below the average on every day after Sunday. The thermometer 
attained its highest point in the shade, 49°2°, on Sunday ; it fell to its lowest point, 
30°3° on Tuesday. The extreme range of the week was therefore 18°9°. During 
six days the sky was uniformly overeast, night and day; and the daily range of 
temperature was small. The mean daily range was 6°8°. The range on Thursday 
was only 4°5°. The difference between the mean dew-point temperature and air 
temperature was 2°4°. The mean degree of humidity of the air was 92. On 
Monday the humidity reached 100, which represents complete saturation. ‘The 
mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 42°7°. The air was generally 
calm ; at the end of the week the wind blew from the south. There was hardly 
any rain. 7

THE DEATHS registered in London in the week ending last Saturday were 
1442, In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresponding with last week was 1186; but as the deaths in the present return 
occurred in a population which has increased, they should. be compared with the 
average after it is raised in proportion to this increase, a correction which will 
make it 1805. ‘The result of comparison is, that the deaths of last week exceeded 
by 137 the number which would have occurred if a rate of mortality the same as 
the average had prevailed. The deaths in the preceding week were 1531 ; and 


though those of last week are still numerous, it is satisfactory that the return 


shows a continued decrease in the mortality from the high point which it attained 
at the end of last month. 


_ Sixty-three districts of England in which the mortality is least have been 


selected, and their average rate of mortality in the last quarter of the year has 


een ascertained. Ifthe deaths in London last week had been according to “ the 


healthy rate” thus obtained, they would have been 765; and the actual excess 
(amounting to 677) above this standard may be the result in part of the unfavourable 
nature of the weather, but it arises chiefly from acquired conditions of insalubrity 
that exist in towns. 

The deaths caused last week by zymotic diseases in the aggregate were 822, the 


_ corrected average of ten corresponding weeks being 299. Though scarlatina 


appears to be declining, it is still by far the most fatal in this class. The deaths 
from it were 112, the average being 58. Eight deaths from scarlatina occurred in 
the Tottenham-court-road sub-district. Small-pox slowly increases, and it was 
fatal last week in 16 cases. From measles 42 children and an adult died; of 
which cases 3 occurred within four days in one house, 21 Kidd-street, Woolwich. 
Bronchitis carried off 264 persons, which is rather more than in the previous week, 
and exceeds the average by 131. The deaths of five nonagenarians, who were all 
widows, are recorded as having occurred at the following ages: 90, 94, 95, 98, 
and 99 years. 


Last week the births of 890 boys and 880 girls, in all 1770 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1561. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°867 in. ‘The barometrical readings varied from 29°39 in. to 30°14 in. 
The mean temperature of the week was 38°9°, which is 1°1° below the average 
of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr.Glaisher). The lowesé point 
ae hy the thermometer in the week was 33°5° on Wednesday ; the highest

mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 41°1°.

Tur Lonpon Returns give satisfactory indications of an improved state of the 
public health. The deaths which in the week ending December 4th were 1738, 
and in the two following weeks were 1531 and 1442, have still further declined, 
and in the week ending last Saturday they were 1240. The mean temperature of 
the air last week was 44°5°, which is 9° higher than it was in the third week of © 
November. 

In the ten years 1848-57 the average number of deaths in the weeks corre- 
sponding with last week was 1142; but as the deaths in the present return 
occurred in an increased population, they should be compared with the average 
after the latter is raised proportionally to the increase, a correction which will 
make’ it 1256. It appears, therefore, that though the difference is small, the actual 
return for last week is less than the result obtained by calculation. 

If the deaths in London last week had been according to “the healthy rate” of 
mortality derived from certain selected English districts in the last quarter of the 
year, they would have been 765 ; and the excess above this point which the true 
number exhibits is 475, and represents what may be termed the unnatural part 
of the mortality. 

The deaths referred in the present return to zymotic diseases amount to 320, 
the corrected average being 280; those ascribed to pulmonary complaints (not 
including phthisis or whooping-cough) are 307, the corrected average being 264. 
The deaths that arose from phthisis (or consumption) are 126, whilst the average 
is 185. The mortality from scarlatina continues to decrease slowly ; it numbered 
106, which, however, is still double the average. Measles was fatal in 40 cases ; 
it carried off five children in the sub-district of Whitecross-street. Sixteen fatal 
cases of scarlatina occurred in Pancras, many of these in Somers Town, where it 
appears to be very prevalent. Twelve deaths from the same complaint occurred 
in the Poplar district ; and 6 in the sub-district of St. Peter, Walworth. 


Last week the births of 703 boys and 709 girls, in all 1412 children, were re- 
gistered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1489. 


At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in 
the week was 29°4388in. ‘The barometrical readings varied from 29°09 in. to 
29°68 in. ‘The mean temperature of the week was 44°5°, which is 6°5° above 
the average of the same week in 43 years (as determined by Mr. Glaisher). The 
mean daily temperature was above the average throughout the week, and on three 
days, Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday, this excess was from 7° to 10°. The 
thermometer in the shade fell to its lowest point, 84°9°, on Monday, and rose to 
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414 Births and Deaths registered last Week. 


The mean range of the week was 10°2°. The difference between the mean dew- 
point temperature and air temperature was 3°6°. The mean degree of humidity 
was 87. On two days the humidity of the air was 95, approximating to complete 
saturation. ‘The mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 42°2°. The 
wind blew from the south-west. Thursday night was very wild and stormy. |

Meteorological Observations. 
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General Register Office, Somerset House, 
January 3d, 1859. 

THE TOTAL NUMBER of deaths registered in the metropolitan districts in the 
_ last week of the year was 1494. In the ten years 1848-57 the average number 
of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1315; but as “the deaths 
in the return for last week occurred in a population which had increased, they 
should be compared with the average after it is raised proportionally to the 
increase, a correction which will make it 1446. The comparison shows that the 
deaths of last week exceeded by 48 the number which the rate of mortality as 
derived from the fifty-second week of previous years would have produced. 

If the deaths in London last week had been according to “the healthy rate” of 
mortality derived from certain selected English districts in the last quarter of the 
year, they would have been 765 ; and the excess above this point which the true 
number exhibits is 729, and represents what may be termed the unnatural part 
of the mortality. 

Fatal cases of diseases of the zymotic class numbered last week 400; the cor- 
rected average for corresponding weeks being only 298. Measles, scarlatina, 
whooping-cough, and typhus all exhibit an increase on some previous weeks. 
Scarlatina was fatal in 135 cases. Five of these occurred in the Kensington Town 
sub-district, 6 in that of Christchurch, Marylebone, 5 in Kentish Town, 7 ia 
Poplar. This disease continued very fatal in the Pancras district. Measles carried 
off 53 children ; it prevails chiefly in the North and Central districts. Whooping- 
cough carried off 61 children; 8 of these in the East sub-district of Islington. 
Of the 52 deaths from typhus, one occurred in Butcher-row, Deptford, in a family 
consisting of ten per sons, of whom seven have been attacked by the disease. The 
premises are described as being in a filthy condition. Last week the deaths from 
bronchitis were 167, the average being 134; and those from pneumonia (inflam- 
mation of the lungs) were 122, the average being 106. 

Nineteen women died last week from diseases incidental to childbearing. Three 
persons died from intemperance. The deaths of one man and three women 
(widows) occurred at the age of 90 years and upwards ; their respective ages as 
registered being 90, 93, 95, and 100 years. But the Registrar believes that there 
is good ground ‘for questioning the alleged age of the centenarian. 


Last week the births of 981 boys and 1013 girls, in all 1994 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1848-57 the 
average number was 1541. 


_ At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the 
week was 29°744in. On’ the last two days the mean reading was above 80 in. 
The barometrical readings varied from 29-15 in. to 30°15 in. The mean tempera- 
ture of the week was 41°4°, which is 4°4° above the average of the same week 
in 43 years (as determined ‘by Mr. Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was 
above the average throughout the week. The highest temperature was 49°8°, and 
occurred on Sunday the 26th ult. The lowest was 31°9°, and occurred on 
Thursday. The range of the week was therefore 17°9°. The mean daily range 
was 8°. The range “of temperature on Friday was only 4°5°. The difference 
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between the mean dew-point temperature and air temperature was 8°. The 
mean degree of humidity of the air was 88; on Thursday and Friday the 
humidity was 98, almost the point of complete saturation. ‘The mean temperature 
of the water of the Thames was 41°8°. The wind blew generally from the 
south-west. On Sunday evening lightning was seen ; and on that day rain fell to 
the amount of 0°16in. ‘The total amount in the week was 0°22 in. 


Sr. Martin-1n-tTHE-Freips ; Charing Cross.—At 6 York-buildings, on 25th December, a shop- 
man in a lead warehouse, aged 46 years, “ phthisis from absorption of salts of lead.” 

GREENWICH; Woolwich Arsenal_At Kdward-street, on 18th December, the son of a broker, 
aged 9 months, “from the effects of an overdose of syrup of poppies given in ignorance of its | 
effects by the nurse.” (Jnquest.) 

Panoras; Camden Town.—At 2 Flemings-place, Bayham-street, on 25th December, the son of a 
watchmaker, aged 9 months, “administration of colchicum wine instead of antimonial wine.” Post ; 
mort. (Inquest.) 

In the same sub-district, at the Workhouse, on 24th December, the widow of a general labourer, 
aged 100 years, “natural decay.” The Registrar says :—“ There is reason to believe, from 
information I have gained, that the age of this female was at least 10 years less than is here repre- 
sented.” : 

WanpswortH ; Streatham.—Adjoining Bridge Farm, on 27th December, an almsman, formerly 
a carpenter, aged 77 years, “ elephantiasis (8 years), bronchitis (6 days).” 

Greenwicn ; St. Nicholas, Deptford.—At Butcher-row, on 28th December, the son of a gate- 
keeper, aged 15 years, “ febris typhoid (three weeks).” The medical attendant adds this note :— 
“‘ In this family of 10 persons 7 have been seriously attacked, 3 of whom had a narrow escape. | 
There is an open privy on the premises emitting offensive effluvia.” -

Heatta or LONDON DURING THE QUARTER. 


IN THE TAIRTEEN WEEKS that ended January Ist the mortality in London was 
high. The deaths registered in that period rose to 17,688, whereas in the four 
corresponding autumnal periods of 1854-7 they ranged from 13,840 to 17,238, the 
latter number having been in part the result of cholera and scarlatina in 1854, 
The excess of mortality in the quarter that has just passed arose from two causes : 
scarlatina (including diphtheria) which has been extremely prevalent throughout 
the period, and in the earlier part of it carried off about 160 persons in a week ; 
and bronchial complaints which became unusually fatal towards the end of November, 
the air at that time having been remarkably cold for the season. Though the 
mean temperature for the quarter, 44°, was high, the early severity of the weather 
and its quick transitions proved fatal to young and infirm constitutions. Pulmonary 


diseases, which include chiefly bronchitis and pneumonia, carried off 4,075 persons ; 





in the four corresponding quarters the numbers ranged from 2,510 to 3,782. 
Scarlatina was fatal in 1,814 cases, 70 of which occurred in Westminster, 141 in 
Marylebone (59 of these in the sub-district of Christchurch), 206 in Pancras, 84 in 
Islington, 88 in Poplar, 110 in Lambeth. These are some of the parts in which 


it was rife.
